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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  MIXED  -  WHEAT  MARKETING  QUOTAS  APPROVED 

Cash  grain  markets  were  mixed  during  the  week  ended  June  30,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Harvesting  of  wheat  is  nearing  completion  in  Oklahoma  and 
is  well  underway  in  Kansas  and  Illinois.  Farmers  approved  marketing  quotas  for 
the  1956-crop  wheat  by  77.5  percent.  Winter  wheat  prices  declined  2-3^  per  bushel 
at  Chicago  and  1-3^  at  Kansas  City  except  for  the  high  protein  types  which  advanced 
2-4^  reflecting  an  active  mill  demand.  Winter  wheat  gained  6-7^  per  bushel  at  Fort 
Worth.  Spring  wheat  advanced  6-7^  per  bushel  atth  offerings  limited  and  the  demand 
active.  Durum  wheat  prices  were  unchanged.  Rye  declined  3^  per  bushel  with  the 
demand  slow.  Corn  declined  fractionally  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  and  2-3^  at 
Minneapolis.  Oats  advanced  slightly  at  Chicago,  but  declined  1^  per  bushel  at 
Minneapolis  and  5-9^  at  Kansas  City.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  except 
for  the  feed  type  which  declined  2^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Grain  sorghums  were 
unchanged  to  5^  per  100  pounds  lower  at  Fort  WoiLli  and  dropped  17-20^  at  Kansas 
^  ^  City  due  to  the  more  liberal  offerings.  Soybean  prices  were  about  unchanged  to 
?  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 


WHEAT  QUOTA  REFERENDUM:  Farmers  in  the  wheat  producing  area  approved  marketing 
quotas  for  the  1956-crop  wheat  by  77.5  percent.  A  total  of  328,049  farmers  voted, 
of  which  254,197  voted  for  and  73,852  voted  against  marketing  quotas.  This  is  the 
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fifth  year  farmers  have  approved  marketing  quotas  for  wheat.  They  approved  quotas 
for  the  1941  crop  by  an  81  percent  favorable  vote,  for  the  1942  crop  by  82.4  per¬ 
cent,  the  1954  crop  by  87.2,  and  for  the  1955  crop  by  73-3  percent. 

1955  WHEAT  SUPPORT  RATE:  The  national  average  support  rate  for  the  1955-crop  will 
be  $2.08  per  bushel.  This  is  2^  above  the  minimum  rate  for  the  1955-crop  which 
was  announced  last  fall.  The  minimum  terminal  support  rates  announced  earlier 
will  also  be  increased  by  2^  per  bushel. 

WHEAT  EXPORTED  UNDER  GR-261  AND  GR-262 :  Sales  of  CCC  wheat  for  export  under 
Announcements  GR-261  and  GR-262  during  the  week  ended  June  24  totaled  3,337,946 
bushels,  of  which  959,333  bushels  were  sold  pursuant  to  Announcement  GR-301 
(Public  Law  48O  -  Title  I).  This  brought  the  total  to  90,891,002  bushels  of 
wheat  sold  for  export  as  wheat  or  wheat  flour  sincp  July  1,  1954* 

FOA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  Foreign  Operations  Administration  issued  a  procurement 
authorization  in  the  amount  of  $1,600,000  to  Formosa  on  June  20  for  the  purchase 
of  bread  grains. 

SALE  OF  AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES:  An  agreement  between  the  United  States  and 
Greece  providing  for  the  sale  of  agricultural  commodities  for  drachmas  under 
Title  I  (Public  Law  460)  was  announced  June  24-  Sales  under  this  program  will 
include  approximately  2.8  million  bushels  of  wheat,  1.3  million  of  oats,  1  million 
of  corn,  and  13  million  pounds  of  cottonseed  oil  and  dairy  products.  Also,  an 
agreement  with  Colombia  providing  for  the  sale  of  approximately,  750,000  bushels 
of  wheat,  6.5  million  pounds  of  cottonseed  oil,  8,800  bales  of  cotton  and  dairy 
products,  for  pesos,  was  announced. 

S0YBEMS:  Crushings  of  soybeans  during  May  totaled  21.0  million  bushels  as 
against  20.0  million  during  April  and  17.5  during  May  1954*  This  brought  the 
total  since  October  1  to  166.9  million  compared  with  156.4  million  for  the  same 
period  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans,  October  through  May,  are  estimated  at 
45.8  million  as  against  36.3  million  the  first  8  months  of  last  season.  Supplies 
of  soybeans  remaining  for  processing,  export,  or  carryover  on  June  1  totaled  104-4 
million  bushels  compared  with  60.9  million  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  soybeans  at 
crushing  plants  on  June  1  totaled  10.2  million  bushels  compared  with  33-5  million 
a  year  ago. 

FLAXSEED:  Crushings  of  flaxseed  during  May  totaled  2.0  million  bushels  bringing 
the  total  since  July  1  to  30.8  million  as  against  25.6  million  for  the  same  months 
last  season.  Supplies  of  flaxseed  remaining  for  export,  crushing,  or  carryover, 
totaled  12.8  million  on  June  1  as  against  17.2  million  a  year  ago. 

WHEAT  STORED  IN  THE  MOTHBALL  FLEET:  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  the 
following  quantities  of  wheat  stored  in  the  mothball  fleet  as  of  June  24:  Jones 
Point  on  the  Hudson  River  17,033,622  bushels;  James  River,  Virginia,  23,490,334; 
Astoria,  Oregon,  22,906,356;  Olympia,  Washington,  14,811, 542;  total  78,241,854 
bushels . 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
totaled  189,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  June  28.  This  brought  the  total  since 
the  beginning  of  the  season  to  138.3  million  bushels  compared  with  105.4  million 
the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales 
were  the  Netherlands,  Lebanon,  and  Saudi  Arabia.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  SPRING  WHEAT  PRICES  DECLINE  SHARPLY 

Cash  grain  markets  generally  weakened  during  the  week  ended  July  7,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported.  Hot  weather  with  considerable  sunshine  stimulated 
the  development  of  small  grains  in  the  northern  districts  and  generally  favored 
maturity,  drying,  and  harvesting  across  the  middle  sections  of  the  country.  Hard 
winter  wheat  prices  advanced  fractionally  at  Chicago,  but  declined  3-7j4  at  Kansas 
City.  Ordinary  protein  winter  wheat  averaged  10j4  per  bushel  below  the  1955  effec¬ 
tive  support  level  at  Kansas  City  while  higher  protein  wheat  was  as  much  as  37^ 
above.  Despite  a  drop  of  10-12^  per  bushel  in  spring  wheat  prices,  ordinary  pro¬ 
tein  was  26-30^  higher  than  the  effective  support  level  and  15$  protein  spring 
wheat  was  50-63^  above.  Rye  declined  5-6^  per  bushel  with  the  demand  limited. 
Movement  of  the  new  crop  has  started  with  most  of  it  expected  to  be  placed  under 
support  since  prices  are  10-14^  below  the  effective  support  level.  Corn  prices 
declined  lj4  per  bushel  at  Chicago,  but  were  unchanged  to  higher  at  Kansas 
City  and  Minneapolis  with  the  demand  ample  to  absorb  the  small  offerings.  Oats 
declined  1-5^  per  bushel .  Barley  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  but  was  2-4^  per 
bushel  lower  at  Kansas  City.  Grain  sorghums  dropped  10-16^  per  100  pounds  reflect¬ 
ing  the  slow  demand.  Soybeans  declined  1-4^  per  bushel  while  flaxseed  prices  were 
unchanged . 

WHEAT  EXPORTED  UNDER  GR-261  AND  GR-262 :  Sales  of  wheat  for  export  under  Announce¬ 
ments  GR-261  and  GR-262  during  the  week  ended  June  30  totaled  926,442  bushels, 
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of  which  354*667  bushels  were  sold  pursuant  to  Announcement  GR-301  (Public  Law 
48O  -  Title  I).  This  brought  the  total  to  91,817,444  bushels  of  wheat  sold  for 
export  as  wheat  or  wheat  flour  since  July  1,  1954* 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration,  (previously 
FOA)  issued  procurement  authorization  during  the  past  week  in  the  amount  of 
$5,245,000  to  the  United  Kingdom  for  the  purchase  of  com,  $1,519,000  to  West 
Germany,  and  $244*000  to  Israel  for  the  purchase  of  bread  grains. 

RYE  IMPORT  RESTRICTIONS:  Imports  of  rye  were  limited  to  3*3  million  bushels 
for  each  of  the  two  years  beginning  July  1,  1955  and  July  1,  1956  by  Presiden¬ 
tial  proclamation  under  authority  of  section  22  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment 
Act.  All  but  66,429  bushels  of  the  import  quota  was  allotted  to  Canada.  The 
restrictions  do  not  apply  to  imports  of  certified  or  registered  seed  rye. 

TITLE  I  -  P.L.  480  EXPORT  PROGRAM:  Sales  of  surplus  agricultural  commodities 
for  foreign  currencies  under  Title  I  of  P.L.  48O  totaled  $468.8  million  (CCC  cos 
and  $360.8  million  (export  market  value)  as  of  June  30,  1955.  Since  September  9 
1954  arrangements  have  been  made  with  17  counties  for  the  sale  of  U.  S.  surplus 
agricultural  commodities.  Included  in  the  programs  are  approximately  53  million 
bushels  of  wheat,  62  million  pounds  of  tobacco,  647,000  bales  of  cotton,  and  141 
million  pounds  of  cottonseed  oil. 

WHEAT  EXPORTS:  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  during  June  are  estimated  at  25 
million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  inspections  for  export  and  flour  sales.  This 
compares  with  18.9  million  during  May  and  20.0  million  during  June  1954*  Exports 
July-June,  totaled  nearly  270  million  this  season  compared  with  216  million  last 
season  and  317  million  during  the  1952-53  season.  Of  the  exports  this  season, 

46  million  were  shipped  as  wheat  flour  as  against  33  million  last  season.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  SPRING  WHEAT  AND  SOYBEANS  DECLINE  SHARPLY 


Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  July  14,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Winter  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  30  per  bushel  lower 
except  at  Kansas  City  where  ordinary  protein  wheat  advanced  1-2^.  Ordinary  pro¬ 
tein  spring  wheat  dropped  90  per  bushel  while  the  high  protein  types  declined  4-6^ 
influenced  by  the  prospects  of  a  larger  spring  wheat  crop.  Durum  wheat  prices 
were  unchanged.  Eye  declined  30  per  bushel  reflecting  the  increased  movement  of 
the  new  crop  and  an  inactive  demand.  Com  was  unchanged  to  30  per  bushel  lower. 
Oats  prices  dropped  12^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  influenced  by  the  heavy  movement  of 
the  new  crop.  Oats  declined  40  at  Minneapolis  and  4-7^  at  Kansas  City.  Barley 
prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City,  but  declined  as  much  as  60  per  bushel  at 
Minneapolis  as  handlers  awaited  the  new  crop  movement.  Grain  sorghums  were  3-80 
per  100  pounds  below  a  week  ago.  Soybean  prices  dropped  5-10^  Per  bushel  influ¬ 
enced  by  prospects  of  a  large  crop  and  a.  slow  demand.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at 
Minneapolis. 


WHEAT  EXPORTED  UNDER  GR-261  AND  GR-262 :  Sales  of  wheat  for  export  under  announce¬ 
ments  GR-261  and  GR-262  during  the  week  ended  July  8  totaled  3,710,005  bushels,  of 
which  1,901,530  bushels  were  sold  pursuant  to  Announcement  GR-301  (Public  Law  480- 
Title  I). 
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1954-CROP  PRICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  put  257.3  million  bushels  of  1954-crop  corn  un¬ 
der  price  support  this  season  compared  with  469.0  million  of  1953-crop  and  551 
million  the  record  quantity  from  the  1946  crop.  Of  the  total  under  support, 
1,669,835  bushels  of  corn  has  been  redeemed  through  June  15.  Of  the  37.9  million 
bushels  of  soybeans  put  under  loan,  20.9  million  had  been  redeemed  as  of  June  15. 
Farmers  indicated  plans  to  deliver  less  than  1  million  bushels  of  the  3*5  million 
under  purchase  agreement.  It  is  estimated  that  around  15  million  bushels  of  1954- 
crop  soybeans  were  delivered  to  CCC.  Redemptions  of  loans  of  other  1954  crop 
grains  through  June  15  were  as  follows:  Barley  18,692,330  bushels;  flaxseed 
218,315;  oats  14,720,736;  rye  103,094;  wheat  32,738,916;  and  grain  sorghums 
1,913,847  cwt. 

CROP  REPORT:  Production  of  all  wheat  is  expected  to  total  860  million  bushels, 

11  percent  smaller  than  the  1954  crop  of  970  million.  This  includes  663  million 
bushels  of  winter  wheat  -  16  percent  less  than  last  years  crop  of  791  million, 
and  197  million  of  spring  wheat  -  10  percent  more  than  the  179  million  produced 
in  1954*  The  1955  corn  crop  was  forecast  at  3*4  billion  bushels  -  16  percent 
above  last  years  crop  of  nearly  3.0  billion  and  exceeded  only  by  the  3.6  billion 
produced  in  1948.  Production  of  oats  is  forecast  at  1,513  million  bushels,  the 
second  largest  of  record  and  14  percent  above  average.  A  barley  crop  of  384 
million  bushels  was  indicated  -  4  percent  more  than  last  year  and  44  percent  above 
average.  The  1955  rye  crop  estimated  at  27.2  million  bushels  is  about  15  percent 
more  than  the  1954  crop  and  29  percent  above  average.  An  estimated  20  million 
acres  of  soybeans  were  planted  of  which  about  18. 4  million  are  expected  to  be  har¬ 
vested  for  beans  -  8  percent  more  than  the  record  acreage  harvested  last  season. 
Production  of  flaxseed  is  forecast  at  43  million  bushels,  4  percent  more  than  in 
1954  and  one-fifth  above  average. 

NORTHERN  HEMISPHERE  WHEAT  CROP:  Present  prospects  indicate  that  the  1955  wheat 
crop  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere  may  be  slightly  larger  than  in  1954,  according  to 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  With  large  carryover  stocks  in  the  principal 
exporting  countries,  the  world  supply  of  wheat  for  the  1955-56  season  may  be  at 
a  new  record  level.  Indications  point  to  a  somewhat  larger  outturn  in  Canada 
than  the  small  harvest  of  1954*  Smaller  crops  are  in  prospect  in  Spain  and  Portu¬ 
gal,  but  conditions  are  satisfactory  to  excellent  for  the  wheat  crop  in  France 
and  West  Germany.  Prospects,  so  far,  are  for  a  larger  wheat  outturn  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  while  in  Czechoslovakia,  Poland,  and  East  Germany,  conditions  this  spring 
were  somewhat  unfavorable.  The  wheat  crop  in  Yugoslavia  and  Turkey  is  in  excell¬ 
ent  condition.  Production  in  India  is  large  and  unofficial  sources  state  that  no 
imports  will  be  required  for  the  current  season. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  procure¬ 
ment  authorization  on  June  30  in  the  amount  of  $204,000  to  Israel  for  the  purchase 
of  bread  grains. 

WHEAT  STORED  IN  THE  MOTHBALL  FLEET :  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  the 
following  quantities  of  wheat  stored  in  the  mothball  fleet  as  of  July  10:  Jones 
Point  on  the  Hudson  River  17,033,622  bushels;  James  River,  Virginia,  25,205,577; 
Astoria,  Oregon, 24, 351, 537;  Olympia,  Washington,  15,054,375;  total  81,645,111 
bushels.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  MIXED  -  DEMAND  GENERALLY  SLOW 

Cash  grain  markets  were  mixed  during  the  week  ended  July  21,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Hot,  sunny  weather  stimulated  maturity  of  small  grains  in 
the  northern  sections  and  permitted  harvesting  to  make  rapid  progress  in  most  of 
the  middle  and  north-central  areas.  Winter  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  lft  per 
bushel  higher  at  most  markets,  but  declined  2ft  at  Chicago.  Spring  wheat  declined 
1-2^  per  bushel  influenced  by  favorable  crop  prospects  which  prompted  handlers  to 
purchase  strictly  on  a  hand  to  mouth  basis.  Durum  wheat  prices  were  nominally  un 
changed  with  both  offerings  and  the  demand  limited.  Rye  was  unchanged  to  2^  per 
bushel  lower  despite  the  limited  offerings.  Corn  was  unchanged  to  3ft  per  bushel 
below  a  week  ago  influenced  by  the  favorable  crop  prospects.  Oats  advanced  1-2^ 

|  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  reflecting  an  active  demand,  but  dropped 
4^  at  Minneapolis  due  to  the  increased  offerings.  Barley  advanced  2 ^  per  bushel 
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Agriculture  -  Washington 
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at  Kansas  City,  but  dropped  5-12/  at  Minneapolis  as  movement  of  the  new  crop'  in¬ 
creased.  Grain  sorghums  declined  3-6/  per  100  pounds  with  the  demand  limited.  m 
Soybean  prices  were,  nominally  quoted  8/  per  bushel  above, a  week  ago  at  Chicago 
with  offerings  limited.  Prices  were  1-4/  per  .bushel  .higher  at  Illinois  country 
points.  Flaxseed  prices  dropped  10/  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  reflecting  an  ad¬ 
justment  to  new  crop  basis. 

WHEAT  EXPORTED  UNDER  GR-261  AND  GR-262:  Sales  of  wheat  for  export  under  announce¬ 
ments  GR-261  and  GR-262  during  the  week  ended  July  15  totaled  1,184,575  bushels, 
of  which  393,067  bushels  were  sold  pursuant  to  Announcement  GR-301  (Public  Law 
480-Title  I).  This  brought  the  total  sales  under  the  announcements  since  July  1 
to  4, 894*580  bushels. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1954-55  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  totaled  264,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  July  19.  This  brought  the  total 
since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  139.3  million  bushels  compared  with  106.3 
million  the  same  period  last  year.  Through  July  19  a  total  of  7.6  million  bushels 
of  wheat  and  flour  had  been  sold  under  the  IWA  for  the  crop  year  1955-56. 

SALE  OF  AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES:  The  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  July  15 
the  issuance  to  the  Government  of  Peru  of  an  amended  purchase  authorization  under 
Title  I  (Public  Law  48O)  to  finance  the  additional  purchase  of  $3.4  million  worth 
of  wheat  and/or  wheat  flour  from  United  States  suppliers.  Also  on  July  21  author¬ 
izations  in  the  amount  of  $3.7  million  to  Greece  for  the  purchase  of.  wheat  and  up 
to  $1.8  million  to  Colombia  for  the  purchase  of  wheat  or  wheat  flour.

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CASH  WHEAT  PRICES  DECLINE— OTHER  GRAIN  PRICES  MIXED 


Cash  grain  markets  were  mixed  during  the  week  ended  July  28,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Mostly  hot,  sunny  weather  favored  harvesting  of  small  grains 
across  the  northern  portion  of  the  country.  Wheat  prices  declined  1-4^  per  hushel 
with  buying  mostly  on  a  hard  to  mouth  basis.  Durum  wheat  prices  remained  nominally 
unchanged.  Rye  advanced  about  1^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  reflecting  the  limited 
offerings  and  a  more  active  mill  demand.  Corn  gained  l-4j^  per  bushel  at  most  mar¬ 
kets  due  in  part  to  the  limited  offerings.  Oats  advanced  1-2^  per  bushel  at  Minne¬ 
apolis  and  Kansas  City  influenced  by  the  advance  in  com  prices.  Oats  declined 
per  bushel  at  Chicago.  The  new  crop  barley  movement  expanded  materially  at  Minne¬ 
apolis  during  the  past  week.  High  temperatures  forced  the  crop  to  mature  early 
resulting  in  less  plump  berried  grain  than,  expected  earlier.  Bright  plump  barley 
prices  were  about  unchanged  but  thin,  stained  lots  were  down,  as  much  as  10  ft  per 
bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Barley  prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City.  Grain  sorghum 
prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City,  but  dropped  8^  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth. 

.J  with  the  demand  limited  and  offerings  liberal.  Harvesting  has  extended  into  North 
Texas.  Soybean  prices  were  unchanged  to  3ft  per  bushel  higher.  Flaxseed  was  un¬ 
changed  at  Minneapolis.

WHEAT  EXPORTED  UNDER  GR-261  AND  GR-262 :  Sales  of  wheat  for  export  under  announce¬ 
ments  GR-261  and  GR-262  during  the  week  ended  July  22  totaled  1,105,460  bushels,  of 
which  3,933  bushels  were  sold  pursuant  to  Announcement  GR-301  (Public  Law  460-Title 
I).  This  brought  the  total  sales  under  the  announcements  since  July  1  to  6,000,040 
bushels . 

SOYBEANS:  Stocks  of  soybeans  in  all  positions  on  July  1  were  the  largest  of  record 
and  totaled  66 .8  million  bushels  compared  with  35.6  million  a  year  ago  and  62.3 
million  two  years  ago.  Crushings  of  soybeans  during  June  totaled  22.1  million 
bushels  as  against  15-4  million  during  June  1954-  Crushings,  October  through  June, 
totaled  189.1  million  bushels  this  season  compared  with  171.9  million  the  same 
months  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans  the  first  9  months  totaled  46.5  million 
bushels  as  against  37.3  million  the  same  period  last  season. 

FLAXSEED:  Carryover  stocks  of  flaxseed  on  July  1  amounted  to  10.9  million  bushels 
as  against  14.O  million  a  year  earlier.  Crushings  of  flaxseed  during  June  totaled 
1.6  million  bushels,  bringing  the  total  for  the  1954-55  season  to  32.3  million. 

This  compares  with  27.6  million  crushed  in  the  1953-54  season.  Exports  of  flaxseed 
last  season  totaled  8.1  million  bushels  as  against  2.4  million  during  1953-54® 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1954-55  IWA  program  totaled  101,000 
bushels  for  the  week  ended  July  26.  This  brought  the  total  since  the  beginning  of 
the  season  to  139.4  million  bushels  compared  with  106. 4  million  the  same  period 
last  year.  Through  July  26  a  total  of  9.4  million  bushels  of  wheat  and  flour  had 
been  sold  under  the  IWA  for  the  crop  year  1955-56. 

WHEAT  STORED  IN  THE  MOTHBALL  FLEET:  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  the 
following  quantities  of  wheat  stored  in  the  mothball  fleet  as  of  July  15 :  Jones 
Point  on  the  Hudson  River  17,033,622  bushels;  James  River,  Virginia,  25,258,263; 
Astoria,  Oregon,  24,351,337;  Olympia,  Washington,  15,054,375;  total  81,697,597 
bushels . 

INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export  for  the  week 
ended  July  22  totaled  1.1  million  bushels.  The  quantity  inspected  during  the  week 
by  ports  and  countries  of  destination  was  as  follows:  Philadelphia  to  France 
37,333;  Baltimore  to  Germany  56,000;  Norfolk  to  France  74,667,  and  England  93,333; 
New  Orleans  to  Japan  622,426,  and  Holland  206,228  bushels.

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WHEAT:  Record  supplies  of  1,880  million  bushels  were  indicated  for  1955-56. 

While  this  is  only  slightly  more  than  the  supplies  for  last  season,  they  are  about 
380  million  more  then  the  average  for  the  previous  5  seasons.  Production  of  all 
wheat  is  expected  to  total  860  million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  July  1  crop  condi¬ 
tions.  This  compares  with  the  1954  crop  of  970  million  and  the  10-year  average  of 
1,154  million.  More  than  offsetting  the  smaller  crop  was  the  sharp  increase  in 
carryover  stocks.  Stocks  of  wheat  in  all  positions  on  July  1  at  1,020  million 
bushels  were  118  million  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  458  million  more  than  two 
years  ago.  Of  the  total  carryover  the  CCC  owned  969  million  bushels.  Despite  a 
big  increase  in  exports,  disappearance  of  wheat  continued  below  average.  Disap¬ 
pearance  last  season  totaled  856  million  bushels  compared  with  835  million  in 
1953-54  and  1,152  million  the  10-year  average.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  amounted 
to  271  million  bushels  compared  with  216  million  the  year  before  and  317  million  in 

1952- 53.  Reflecting  an  increase  in  the  equivalent  of  13  million  bushels  in  flour 
exports,  milling  of  wheat  for  flour  increased  and  totaled  531  million.  Due  in  part 
the  small  supplies  of  "free"  wheat,  prices  last  season  averaged  well  above  the  pre¬ 
vious  season.  The  weighted  average  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  6  markets 
last  season  was  $2.58  as  against  $2.47  for  1953-54-  However,  with  plentiful  sup¬ 
plies  and  lower  1955  support  rates,  prices  at  the  middle  of  July  averaged  $2.24  per 
bushel  or  about  13j^  below  the  same  week  in  July  1954.  Supplies  of  wheat  for  export 
or  carryover  in  the  U.  S.,  Canada,  Argentina  and  Australia  on  July  1  totaled  around 
1,750  million  bushels.  This  is  about  the  same  as  last  year  since  the  larger  U.  S. 
supplies  offset  the  smaller  supplies  in  Canada.  The  new  crop  is  not  included  for 
U.  S.  and  Canada.  Exports  from  these  countries,  January-June  This  year,  with  com¬ 
parable  figures  for  1954  in  parentheses,  were  as  follows  in  million  bushels:  U.  S. 
149  (108);  Canada  117  (113);  Argentina  67  (47);  Australia  48  (31);  total  381  (299). 

RYE:  Domestic  supplies  of  rye  for  1955-56,  based  on  July  1  data,  amount  to  43*? 
million  bushels.  These  compare  with  38.6  million  for  1954-55  and  24-4  million  for 

1953- 54*  The  1955  rye  crop  was  estimated  at  27.2  million  bushels  at  the  first  of 
July.  This  is  15  percent  more  than  the  23.7  million  produced  in  1954  and  29  per¬ 
cent  above  the  10-year  average.  Carryover  stocks  of  rye  on  July  1,  at  16.1  million 
bushels,  were  the  largest  since  1944  ana  compare  with  14-9  million  on  July  1,  1954 
and  6.3  million  on  July  1,  1953.  Of  the  July  1  carryover,  CCC  owned  6.2  million 
bushels.  Imports  of  rye  were  limited  last  season  and  totaled  3*4  million  as  against 
the  record  the  previous  season  of  13.5  million  bushels.  Imports  for  this  season 

and  next  are  limited  to  3-3  million  bushels.  Disappearance  of  rye  during  the  1954-55 
season  total  nearly  26.0  million  bushels.  This  was  3*0  million  more  than  for  the 
previous  season  due  mainly  to  increased  exports.  Exports,  mainly  from  CCC  stocks, 
totaled  2.8  million  bushels.  The  quantity  fed  at  6.5  million  bushels  was  1.1 
million  below  a  year  ago.  This  was  about  offset  by  increased  requirements  for  seed 
for  the  1955  crop.  The  quantity  milled  into  flour  and  used  to  produce  alcohol  each 
totaled  a  little  over  5.0  million  bushels  which  was  around  average.  The  1955  rye 
crop  will  be  supported  at  an  average  of  $1.18  per  bushel  compared  with  $1.43  for 
the  two  previous  years.  Rye  prices  at  Minneapolis  during  the  last  half  of  July 
averaged  $1.02  per  bushel,  19^4  below  July  1954  and  25^  less  than  the  1955  effective 
support  rate. 

CORN:  Stocks  of  corn  in  all  positions  on  July  1  amounted  to  1,577  million  bushels. 
This  is  170  million  more  than  a  year  ago  and  314  million  more  than  two  years  ago. 

A  crop  of  3,450  million  bushels  was  in  prospect  on  the  basis  of  conditions  at  the 
first  of  July.  This  would  be  the  second  largest  of  record  and  16  percent  more  than 
the  2,965  million  produced  last  year.  Disappearance  of  com,  October  through  June, 
at  1,996  million  bushels,  was  sharply  below  the  two  previous  years.  Exports  at  a 
little  under  60  million  bushels  the  first  9  months  of  the  season  were  18  million 
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below  last  year  and  50  million  below  the  same  months  of  1952-53-  The  use  of  corn 
for  wet  process  products  increased  to  nearly  104  million  bushels  while  the  quantity  ^ 
used  to  produce  alcohol  was  below  average  at  about  18  million  bushels.  The  quan¬ 
tity  fed  was  sharply  below  last  year  due  in  part  to  increased  feeding  of  other  grains. 
The  quantity  fed  during  the  April-June  quarter  totaled  475  million  as  against  521 
million  the  comparable  quarter  of  1954-  Corn  prices  at  the  middle  of  July  averaged 
$1.53  per  bushel  this  July  compared  with  $1.56  a  year  ago. 

OATS:  Domestic  supplies  of  oats  for  1955-56  are  estimated  at  a  record  high  of 
1,828  million  bushels,  based  on  prospects  at  the  first  of  July.  This  compares  with 
1,733  million  last  season  and  1,464  million  for  1953-54-  An  oats  crop  of  1,513 
million  bushels  was  indicated  on  July  1.  This  is  1  percent  more  than  last  year's 
crop  of  1,500  million  and  14  percent  above  the  10-year  average.  Carryover  stocks 
on  July  1  were  the  largest  of  record  and  totaled  315  million  as  against  233  million 
a  year  ago.  Of  the  July  1  carryover,  CCC  owned  36.3  million  bushels.  Disappearance 
of  oats  during  1954-55  totaled  1,437  million  bushels  or  128  million  more  than  the 
previous  year.  Disappearance  in  each  of  the  four  quarters  last  season  was  sharply 
above  the  corresponding  quarter  of  1953-54-  Exports  of  oats,  mainly  from  CCC  sup¬ 
plies,  were  the  largest  in  5  years  and  totaled  12  million  bushels.  Exports  of  oat¬ 
meal  were  slightly  smaller  and  totaled  2.6  million  the  first  11  months  of  the  season. 
Imports  of  bats  last  season  were  the  smallest  since  1948-49  and  totaled  19.4  million 
bushels  as  against  78.8  million  in  1953-54  and  67.7  million  in  1952-53-  Imports  of 
oats,  October  1954  through  September  1955,  are  limited  to  40  million  bushels.  For 
the  first  9  months  of  the  period  only  15.5  million  bushels  were  imported.  Sales  of 
oats  by  the  CCC  totaled  40-4  million  bushels  of  which  16.6  million  were  sold  for  ex¬ 
port.  Oats  prices  dropped  sharply  in  July  and  during  the  last  week  averaged  63^  per 
bushel  at  the  leading  midwest  markets  compared  with  8lj4  the  corresponding  week  of  % 
1954- 

BARLEY:  Domestic  supplies  of  barley  for  1955-56,  indicated  at  514  million  bushels, 
will  be  the  largest  of  record  if  July  1  prospects  are  realized.  These  supplies  com¬ 
pare  with  441  million  for  1954-55  and  294  million  for  1953-54-  The  1955  barley  crop 
was  forecast  at  384-4  million  bushels  on  the  basis  of  July  1  prospects.  This  is  4 
percent  more  than  last  year's  crop  of  370  million  and  44  percent  above  the  10-year 
average.  Carryover  stocks  of  barley  on  July  1  totaled  nearly  130  million  bushels, 
the  largest  of  record.  These  compare  with  71  million  a  year  ago  and  51  million  two 
years  ago.  Of  the  total  carryover,  the  CCC  owned  nearly  70  million  bushels.  Disap¬ 
pearance  of  barley  last  season  was  the  largest  since  World  War  II  and  totaled  334 
million  bushels  as  against  259  million  in  1953-54-  The  quantity  fed  increased  by 
over  50  million  bushels  and  totaled  178  million.  Exports  of  barley,  mostly  from 
CCC  stocks,  were  the  largest  since  1928-29  and  totaled  39  million  bushels.  Indus¬ 
trial  use  of  barley,  principally  for  malting,  amounted  to  90  million  bushels  last 
season  as  against  94-6  million  during  1953t54-  Imports  of  barley  totaled  22  million 
last  season  compared  with  36.5  million  during  the  previous  season.  Barley  prices 
averaged  $1.09  per  bushel  last  season  at  the  farm  or  8^  below  the  previous  year  and 
6^  below  the  average  loan  rate.  Farmers  put  a  record  of  114-7  million  bushels  under 
price  support  with  record  quantities  delivered  to  CCC.  Sales  of  CCC-owned  barley 
totaled  44-5  million  bushels  last  season  of  which  39.2  million  were  for  export. 

GRAIN  SORGHUMS:  Stocks  of  grain  sorghums  on  July  1  are  available  for  only  the  off- 
farm  positions  since  estimates  are  not  made  for  farm  stocks.  These  stocks,  at  52.1 

cwt.,  are  about  3  times  last  year's  holdings  and  by  far  the  largest  of  record. 
Of  these  stocks,  CCC  owned  4 8.8  million  cwt.  on  July  1.  Sales  of  CCC-owned  grain 
sorghums,  October  through  June,  totaled  27.5  million  cwt.  of  which  17.1  million  were 
sold  for  export.  Exports  totaled  13-2  million  cwt.,  October  through  June,  compared 
with  only  3-0  million  the  same  months  last  season.  A  portion  of  the  CCC  sales  made 
prior  to  July  1  will  be  exported  during  July  and  August.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  SPRING  WHEAT  PRICES  SHARPLY  LOWER 


Cash  grain  markets  generally  weakened  during  the  week  ended  August  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported.  Mostly  hot,,  sunny  weather  in  the  northern  sections 
of  the  country  stimulated  maturity  of  small  grains  and  forced  harvesting  in  some 
areas.  Winter  wheat  prices  were  mostly  1-2^  lower  except  at  Kansas  City  where 
ordinary  protein  wheat  advanced  per  bushel.  Spring  wheat  dropped  4-18^  per 
bushel  reflecting  an  adjustment  to  new  crop  basis.  The  general  quality  of  new 
crop  spring  wheat  is  expected  to  be  good  to  excellent,  both  as  to  test  weight  and 
protein.  Durum  wheat  prices  declined  35-40^  per  bushel  as  handlers  adjusted  bids 
to  a  new  crop  basis.  Rye  prices  were  mostly  per  bushel  higher  reflecting  a 

more  active  mill  demand.  Corn  prices  generally  declined  3-9^  per  bushel  due  to 
the  increased  offerings.  Oats  were  unchanged  to  1^  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago 
while  barley  prices  averaged  about  unchanged.  Grain  sorghums  declined  4-5j4  per  100 
pounds  due  to  the  increased  offerings  and  a  slow  demand.  Soybean  prices  declined 
per  bushel  at  Chicago,  but  advanced  4/  at  Illinois  Country  points.  Flaxseed 
dropped  5p  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  offerings  liberal.

Agriculture  -  Washington 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1954-55  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  53,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  August  2.  This  brought  the 
total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  139-5  million  bushels  compared  with 
106.5  million  the  same  period  last  year.  Through  August  2  a  total  of  9.8  million 
bushels  of  wheat  and  flour  had  been  sold  under  the  IWA  for  the  crop  year  1955-56. 

INSPECTIONS  FOR  OVERSEAS  EXPORT:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  overseas 
export  totaled  5.3  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  July  29.  This  compares  with 
5.0  million  bushels  the  previous  week  and  4*4  million  the  comparable  week  a  year 
ago.  Inspections,  July  1  through  July  29,  totaled  21.6  million  bushels  this 
season  as  against  16.5  million  last  season.  Corn  inspections  totaled  2.6  million 
bushels  compared  with  2.2  million  a  week  ago  and  794,000  the  comparable  week  last 
year.  This  brought  the  total  inspected  since  October  1  to  66.3  million  bushels 
compared  with  66.5  million  the  comparable  period  last  year.  Inspections  of  other 
grains  during  the  week  totaled  as  follows:  Oats  263, 000,  barley  3-0  million,  rye 
21,000,  flaxseed  184,000,  and  grain  sorghums  1.5  million  bushels. 

INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export  for  the 
week  ended  July  29  totaled  1.3  million  bushels.  The  quantity  inspected  during 
the  week  by  ports  and  countries  of  destination  was  as  follows :  Philadelphia  to 
Japan  27,440;  Baltimore  to  Denmark  74,667;  New  Orleans  to  Japan  800,263,  Korea 
128,535,  and  Germany  313,939. 

RECEIPTS:  Wheat  receipts  at  primary  markets  totaled  14.8  million  bushels  for 
the  week  ended  August  4  compared  with  19.7  million  the  previous  week  and  12.7 
million  the  comparable  week  a  year  earlier.  Corn  receipts  totaled  4 .7  million 
bushels  compared  with.  4.2  million  a  week  ago  and  6.1  million  the  comparable  week 
of  last  year.  Oats  receipts  totaled  9.1  million  bushels  as  against  10.2  million 
a  week  earlier  and  3.5  million  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago. 

CCC  GRAIN  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  during  the 
week  ended  July  29  totaled  9,250,969  bushels.  These  sales  included  8,417,128 
bushels  for  export,  504,711  domestic  sales,  and  329,130  no  longer  suitable  for 
storage.  CCC  sales  of  corn  during  the  week  totaled  3,119,361  bushels,  of  which 
1,991,888  were  for  export,  851,509  no  longer  suitable  for  storage,  and  275,964 
bushels  delivered  under  the  1954  Emergency  Feed  Program.  Sales  of  other  grains 
were:  Oats  677,594  bushels;  barley  4,576,265;  rye  187,581;  flaxseed  60,250; 
soybeans  288,595  bushels;  and  grain  sorghums  1,739,667  cwt.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  PRODUCTION  ESTIMATES  ABOVE  A  MONTH  AGO 

Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  August  11,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Record  or  near-record  crops  were  indicated  by  August  1 
prospects  for  corn,  oats,  barley,  grain  sorghums  and  soybeans.  Winter  wheat  prices 
were  unchanged  to  2<j,  per  bushel  lower,  influenced  by  the  larger  crop  prospects  and 
a  less  active  demand.  Ordinary  protein  spring  wheat  declined  1-3^  while  the  high 
protein  types  dropped  3-14^  per  bushel  as  the  new  crop  movement  increased.  The 
test  weight  of  new  crop  spring  wheat  and  durum  wheat,  as  well  as  the  protein  in 
spring  wheat,  is  reported  higher  than  a  year  ago.  Durum  wheat  prices  dropped  as 
much  as  20j4  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago.  Rye  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minneapolis 
with  offerings  of  the  new  crop  limited.  Corn  prices  declined  7-11^  per  bushel  due 
to  the  increased  offerings,  increased  crop  prospects,  and  a  somewhat  limited  demand. 
Oats  prices  were  1-4^  per  bushel  lower  influenced  in  part  by  the  sharp  drop  in  corn 
prices.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  with  the  demand  active,  particularly 
•a  for  the  better  malting  types.  Grain  sorghums  dropped  3 -8^  per  100  pounds  with 
v  offerings  in  excess  of  the  demand.  Soybean  prices  declined  2-5^  per  bushel  influ¬ 
enced  by  the  excellent  crop  prospects.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 

CROP  REPORT:  Production  prospects  for  most  grain  crops  increased  during  August, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Corn  production  estimated  at  3 >478  million 
bushels  is  1  percent  above  last  month’s  estimate,  17  percent  more  than  last  year's 
crop  of  2,965  million  and  the  second  largest  of  record.  Winter  wheat  production, 
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estimated  at  689  million  bushels  is  over  26  million  more  than  was  indicated  a 
month  ago,  but  13  percent  less  than  last  year's  crop  of  791  million.  Prospective 
production  of  all  spring  wheat  increased  24  million  bushels  during  July  and  is 
now  indicated  at  222  million  bushels  —  24  percent  larger  than  the  1954  produc¬ 
tion  of  179  million.  Durum  wheat  production  was  forecast  at  14.3  million  bushels 
in  Minnesota  and  North  and  South  Dakota  which  is  more  than  double  last  year's 
crop  of  5.6  million.  Production  in  Montana  is  expected  to  total  5  1/4  to  5  1/2 
million  bushels.  The  oats  crop,  estimated  at  1,625  million  bushels,  is  8  per¬ 
cent  larger  than  the  1954  crop  of  1,500  million  and  would  be  the  largest  of  re¬ 
cord.  The  barley  crop  is  estimated  at  391  million  bushels,  the  second  largest 
of  record  and  6  percent  more  than  last  year's  crop  of  370  million.  Soybeans 
made  excellent  progress  despite  some  hot  and  dry  weather  over  much  of  the  nor¬ 
thern  and  eastern  areas  during  the  latter  part  of  July.  August  1  conditions 
indicate  a  record  crop  of  420  million  bushels,  23  percent  above  last  years'  crop 
of  343  million.  Production  of  flaxseed  is  forecast  at  43.8  million  bushels,  5 
percent  more  than  the  1954  crop  of  41*5  million  and  the  third  largest  of  record. 
The  record  large  crop  of  sorghum  grain,  estimated  at  265.9  million  bushels,  is 
almost  one-third  more  than  the  1954  crop  of  204*1  million  and  14  percent  above 
the  previous  record  crop  of  1950. 


1955-GRAIN  PUT  UNDER  PRICE  SUPPORT:  Through  July  15  farmers  placed  5.8  million 
bushels  of  1955-crop  wheat  under  price  support  compared  with  39.5  million  for 
the  same  date  last  year.  Of  the  total  under/*tMs  year  0.3  million  bushels  were 
farm-stored,  5.4  million  warehouse-stored  and  34*632  bushels  under  purchase  agree¬ 
ments.  The  quantity  of  other  grains  put  under  price  support  through  July  15,  in 
thousand  bushels,  with  comparable  figures  for  1954  in  parentheses,  was:  Barley 
1,526  (9,460);  oats  6,711  (9,594);  rye  4  (10);  flaxseed  0  (5);  and  grain  sorghums 
in  thousand  cwt.  404  (1,464).  Through  July  15,  1955,  farmers  had  resealed  the 
following  quantities  of  farm-stored  grains  under  the  1954  price -support  program: 
Barley  2,609,708  bushels;  corn  881;  flaxseed  167,669;  oats  4,761,513;  rye  303*799; 
wheat  4*649,236  bushels;  and  grain  sorghums  164*028  cwt. 


EXPORTS:  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  during  July  are  estimated  at  26  million 
bushels.  This  compares  with  26.8  million  exported  during  June  and  20.6  million 
during  July  1954-  Exports,  July-June  last  season,  totaled  272.5  million  bushels 
as  compared  with  216.3  million  in  1953-54*  Exports  of  corn,  at  9.5  million 
bushels,  compare  with  5.5  million  in  June  and  5.1  million  in  July  1954*  Corn 
exports,  October-July,  totaled  70.6  million  bushels  this  season  as  against  85.2 
million  last  season.  Exports  of  barley  during  July  totaled  8.5  million  bushels 
compared  with  5.1  million  in  June  and  4*7  million  in  July  1954*  Oats  exports 
are  estimated  at  1.0  million  bushels  in  July  compared  with  3*0  million  in  June. 
Soybean  exports  at  3.5  million  bushels  in  July  compare  with  2.7  million  in  June 
and  bring  the  total  for  the  season  to  51.7  million  as  against  38.3  million, 
October-July  last  season.  Grain  sorghum  exports  the  first  8  months  this  season 
totaled  32.6  million  bushels  compared  with  10.1  million  for  the  same  months  last 
season. 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  600,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  August  9.  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  10. 4  million  bushels  compared  with 
18. 3  million  the  same  period  last  year.  A  little  over  56  million  bushels  remained 
for  sale  under  the  1954-55  program.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  MOST  PRICES  CONTINUE  DOWNWARD  TREND 

Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  August  18,  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  reported.  Liberal  offerings  of  new  crop  small  grains  and  continued  favorable 
prospects  for  corn  were  the  main  factors  in  the  downward  trend  of  cash  prices  at 
most  markets.  Winter  wheat  prices  dropped  3-7^  per  bushel  with  an  inactive  demand. 

At  Minneapolis  mill  demand  was  more  active,  but  country  offerings  of  spring  wheat 
were  liberal  as  a  result  of  favorable  harvesting  weathsr.  Ordinary  protein  spring 
wheat  advanced  about  lj4  while  14  percent  protein  and  higher  declined  3-9^  during 
the  week.  Durum  wheat  averaged  unchanged.  Rye  prices  declined  3^  at  Minneapolis 
with  demand  and  offerings  limited.  Corn  prices  dropped  Ilj4  per  bushel  at  Chicago  to 
a  6-year  low  while  at  other  midwest  markets  prices  declined  4-IOjzG  Oats  declined 
1-2j4  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  due  mainly  to  the  lower  corn  prices.  Feed  barley 
declined,  but  some  types  of  malting  barley  advanced  slightly  at  Minneapolis.  Grain 
^orghum  prices  advanced  9-  per  100  pounds  reflecting  an  improved  demand.  Soybean 
prices  declined  2-5^  per  bushel  under  influence  of  record  crop  prospects.  Flaxseed 
was  quoted  3^  below  a  week  ago  with  liberal  country  offerings. 
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BARLEY  AMD  RYE  PRICE  SUPPORT  BROADENED:  Price  support  eligibility  for  1955-crop 
barley  now  includes  grade  No.  5  or  No.  5  garlicky  barley.  Barley  grading  No.  5 
will  be  discounted  15^  per  bushel  in  addition  to  other  applicable  discounts.  Rye 
grading  No.  4  on  test  weight  only  is  now  eligible  for  price  support  at  a  discount 
of  4^  per  bushel  for  each  pound  by  which  the  test  weight  falls  under  the  test 
weight  for  No.  3.  These  changes  were  made  because  of  unfavorable  weather  in  much 
of  the  producing  areas. 

PRICE  SUPPORT  DISCOUNT  FOR  UNDESIRABLE  WHEAT  VARIETIES:  Wheat  varieties  designated 
as  undesirable  will  be  discounted  20^  per  bushel  in  the  1956  price  support  program. 
The  discount  is  designed  to  discourage  planting  of  undesirable  varieties  and  en¬ 
courage  the  production  of  more  desirable  wheat.  The  undesirable  varieties  by

Total  stocks 
of  wheat  on  July  31  totaled  481.4  million  bushels  compared  with  582.7  million  a 
year  ago  and  594*6  million  the  record  in  1943*  Other  grain  stocks  on  July  31  in 
1,000  bushels,  with  comparable  figures  for  a  year  ago  in  parentheses,  were  as 
follows:  Oats  81,127  (125,769);  barley  87,238  (145,910);  rye  17,871  (19,285); 
and  flaxseed  1,225  (2,578).

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  CORN  PRICES  ADVANCED 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  with  wide  fluctuations  in  prices  during  the  week 
ended  August  25,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Demand  for  wheat  from 
mills  and  exporters  continued  light.  Hard  red  winter  wheat  prices  declined  around 
lj4  per  bushel  while  soft  red  winter  advanced  1-2 $4.  Spring  wheat  prices  declined 
early  in  the  week  with  heavy  receipts,  but  at  the  close  averaged  around  4^  above  a 
week  ago.  Durum  wheat  declined  10-15*4  with  increased  offerings.  Rye  prices  advanced 
2j4  per  bushel.  Corn  prices  reacted  sharply  upward  following  a  drop  of  20-25*4  the 
first  3  weeks  of  August.  Farm  prices  at  the  middle  of  July  averaged  1 8j4  below  the 
1955  loan  rate  so  that  at  the  low  point  of  a  week  ago  prices  were  around  40*4  under. 
Mostly  dry,  hot,  sunny  weather  over  much  of  the  corn  belt  caused  some  deterioration 
of  the  new  crop.  Corn  prices  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  advanced  7-8j4  and  at  Kansas 
City  and  Omaha  3-4*4  per  bushel.  The  first  car  of  new  crop  corn  reached  Kansas  City 
on  August  25.  Oats  prices  followed  the  lead  of  corn  and  gained  around  1*4  during  the 
week.  Good  grades  of  barley  advanced  3*4  per  bushel  while  feeding  types  were  about 
•'^changed.  Grain  sorghums  advanced  5*4  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  12j4  at 
Ft.  Worth.  Soybean  prices  fluctuated  irregularly  and  closed  3-5*4  above  a  week  ago. 
The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  sold  1.6  million  bushels  of  soybeans  for  export 
during  the  week.  With  continued  liberal  offerings,  flaxseed  declined  2j4  per  bushel 
at  Minneapolis.

BLUEJACKET  ADDED  TO  UNDESIRABLE  LIST:  Bluejacket  was  added  to  the  list  of  wheat 
varieties  designated  for  a  20-cents-per-hushel  discount  in  1956  wheat  price  support 
rates  because  of  inferior  milling  or  baking  qualities.  The  discount  for  Bluejacket 
wheat,  which  is  in  the  Hard  Red  Winter  Class,  will  apply  in  the  13  States  of  Arkan¬ 
sas,  Colorado,  Idaho,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Michigan,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  New  Mexico,  Okla¬ 
homa,  South  Dakota,  Texas,  and  Wyoming.  One  or  more  varieties  previously  had  been 
designated  for  all  of  the  States  except  Arkansas,  This  action  increases  the  States 
in  which  this  discount  will  be  effective  for  1956-crop  wheat  to  22. 

ivvA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  totaled 
1.7  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  August  23.  This  brought  the  total  since  the 
beginning  of  the  season  to  12.8  million  bushels  compared  with  20.6  million  the  same 
period  last  year.  The  balance  remaining  for  sale  under  the  quota  is  183.8  million 
bushels.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Italy,  Nether¬ 
lands,  and  Venezuela. 

WHEAT  STORED  IN  THE  MOTHBALL  FLEET:  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  had  the 
following  quantities  of  wheat  stored  in  the  mothball  fleet  as  of  August  19:  Jones 
Point  on  the  Hudson  River  18,371,580  bushels;  James  River,  Virginia,  25,258,2.63; 
Astoria,  Oregon,  25,535,291;  Olympia,  Washington,  15,054.? 375;  total  84,219,509 
bushels . 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS :  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  procure¬ 
ment  authorization  during  the  past  week  to  Jordan  in  the  amount  of  $500,000  for 
the  purchase  of  wheat  flour. 

WHEAT  EXPORTS  BY  CLASSES:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  export  totaled 
223.4  million  bushels  during  the  1954-55  season.  Of  these  exports,  22.3  million 
were  hard  red  spring  wheat,  8 7.9  million  hard  red  winter,  58,9  million  soft  red 
winter,  52.3  million  white,  and  2.0  million  mixed  wheat.  A  larger  than  usual 
proportion  of  the  spring  wheat  was  of  low  test  weight  with  less  than  23  percent 
grading  No.  1  and  No.  2.  Over  82  percent  of  the  spring  wheat  exported  contained 
1  percent  or  more  dockage.  Nearly  9  percent  of  the  inspections  of  hard  red  winter 
wheat  graded  dark  hard.  This  is  double  the  average  of  the  3  previous  seasons  when 
only  around  4  percent  of  the  hard  winter  wheat  exports  graded  dark  hard.  Of  the 
soft  red  winter  wheat  exports  during  1954-55,  6  percent  graded  garlicky  as  against 
4  percent  during  1953-54  and  2  percent  during  1952-53.  In  contrast  to  the  other 
major  classes,  exports  of  white  wheat  at  52,3  million  during  1954-55  were  smaller 
than  during  1953-54-  There  were  no  exports  of  durum  wheat  during  the  1954-55 
season.  Inspections  of  wheat  for  export  by  market,  class,  and  grade  for  1954-55 
are  shown  on  page  8.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  REMAINED  UNSETTLED  -  PRICES  GENERALLY  DECLINED 


Cash  grain  markets  remained  unsettled  and  prices  fluctuated  irregularly  during 
the  week  nnded  September  1,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Generally 
fair,  warm,  sunny  weather  favored  the  maturing,  drying,  and  harvesting  of  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  small  grains  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  northern  Rocky  Mountain  region, 
and  the  extreme  northern  Great  Plains.  Winter  wheat  prices  were  about  unchanged 
to  1ft  per  bushel  higher  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  with  the  demand  limited.  Ordin¬ 
ary  protein  spring  wheat  advanced  2j4  per  bushel  with  offerings  limited  while  higher 
protein  types  dropped  2-5^  with  offerings  ample  for  the  demand.  Durum  wheat  prices 
were  unchanged.  Rye  declined  5</>  per  bushel  influenced  by  the  limited  demand.  Corn 
advanced  1ft  per  bushel  at  Chicago  due  to  the  limited  offerings,  but  declined  1-4^ 
at  most  other  markets.  Oats  prices  were  unchanged  to  fractionally  higher  at  Kansas 
City  and  Minneapolis,  but  declined  2ft  per  bushel  at  Chicago  with  offerings  ample 
for  the  moderate  demand.  Barley  was  unchanged  to  3  ft  per  bushel  lower  at  Minneapolis 
with  the  demand  limited.  Grain  sorghums  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City,  but  dropped 
5ft  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth  with  both  the  demand  and  offerings  limited.  Soybean 
prices  gained  9^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  influenced  by  the  more  active  crusher  demand, 
but  declined  at  Minneapolis.  Flaxseed  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 
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1955  CANADIAN  PRODUCTION:  Substantial  increases  in  the  1955  grain  crops  over  last 
year's  production  were  indicated  by  conditions  at  the  middle  of  August  according 
to  the  official  forecast  by  the  Canadian  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Canada's  1955 
wheat  crop  was  forecast  at  500.6  million  bushels.  If  realized,  this  would  be  67 
percent  above  last  year's  crop  of  298.9  million  bushels  and  13  percent  above  aver¬ 
age.  The  increase  over  last  year  is  due  to  increased  yields  per  acre  since  the 
seeded  acreage  is  11  percent  smaller.  The  oats  crop  was  forecast  at  435.9  million 
bushels  as  against  306.8  million  produced  in  1954  and  370.3  million  the  10-year 
average.  A  barley  crop  of  268.8  million  bushels  was  indicated  -  an  increase  of 
53  percent  over  last  year's  crop  of  175.5  million.  Rye  production  this  year, 
indicated  at  15.4  million,  would  be  9  percent  more  than  the  1954  crop  lespite  a 
drop  of  9  percent  in  the  seeded  acreage.  The  1955  flaxseed  crop,  currently  fore¬ 
cast  at  22.3  million  bushels,  is  almost  twice  as  large  as  last  year's  11.2  million 
bushels . 

SOYBEANS:  Crushings  of  soybeans  during  July  totaled  21.3  million  bushels  as 
against  22.1  million  during  June  and  15.4  million  during  July  1954*  This  brought 
the  total  since  October  1  to  210.4  million  compared  with  187.2  million  for  the 
same  period  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans,  October  through  July,  are  estimated 
at  51.7  million  bushels  as  against  38.3  million  the  first  10  months  last  season. 
Supplies  of  soybeans  remaining  for  processing,  export,  or  carryover  on  August  1 
totaled  55.0  million  bushels  compared  with  28.2  million  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of 
soybeans  at  crushing  plants  on  August  1  totaled  10.5  million  bushels  compared  with 
15.3  million  a  year  earlier. 

FLAXSEED:  Crushings  of  flaxseed  during  July  totaled  2.0  million  bushels  as  against 
2.6  million  during  July  1954-  Supplies  of  flaxseed  for  1955-56,  based  on  August  1 
estimate  of  production  and  the  carryover,  amount  to  54*6  million  bushels  compared 
with  the  1954-55  supplies  of  55.5  million  bushels.  Based  on  boat  loadings,  exports 
of  flaxseed  during  July  totaled  0.6  million  bushels  or  about  half  the  quantity  ex¬ 
ported  during  July  1954* 

FARM  PRICES:  Prices  of  grain  dropped  seasonally  from  July  to  August  with  most 
’rices  sharply  below  a  year  ago.  Reflecting  prospects  for  a  record  crop,  soybeans 
m  August  averaged  $1.03  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago  while  grain  sorghums  were  '-.50 
per  cwt.  below.  Corn  prices  were  2 3<£  below  a  year  ago  while  wheat,  oats  and  bar¬ 
ley  averaged  12-13^  lower  than  August  1954*  Prices  of  most  grains  during  August 
averaged  below  the  1955  average  support  rate  except  for  soybeans  which  were  above. 

INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export  for  the  week 
ended  August  26  totaled  955,004  bushels.  The  quantity  inspected  during  the  week 
by  ports  and  countries  of  destination  was  as  follows:  Philadelphia  to  Denmark 
36,933;  Norfolk  to  Denmark  88,821,  Wales  93,333,  and  Holland  15,567;  New  Orleans 
to  Holland  406,300,  Japan  37,000,  Formosa  183,717,  and  England  93,333  bushels. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  387,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  August  30.  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  13.1  million  bushels  compared  with 
21.5  million  the  same  period  last  year.

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CASH' GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  SOYBEAN  PRICES’ DROP  SHARPLY 


Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  September  8,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported.  Winter  wheat  prices  advanced  1-5^  per  bushel  while 
ordinary  protein  spring  wheat  gained  2-3^.  High  protein  spring  wheat  declined  1^ 
per  bushel  with  offerings  plentiful.  Durum  wheat  prices  were  unchanged.  Rye  ad¬ 
vanced  2^  per  bushel  influenced  by  a  similar  advance  at  Winnipeg.  Corn  was  un¬ 
changed  to  5^  per  bushel  lower  due  to  the  increased  offerings.  Oats  prices  were 
mostly  3^  per  bushel  above  a  week  'ago  reflecting  the  smaller  offerings  and  the 
active  demand.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  due  to  smaller  offerings. 

Grain  sorghums  dropped  8-10^  per  100  pounds  influenced  by  increased  offerings  of 
the  new  crop.  Soybean  prices  dropped  as  much,  as  33^  per  bushel  reflecting  an  ad¬ 
justment  to  new  crop  basis.  Harvesting  of  new  crop  soybeans  was  reported  underway 
in  southern  Illinois  and  Indiana.  Flaxseed  prices  declined  3^  per  bushel  at  Minne¬ 
apolis  due  to  the.  liberal  offerings. 


EXPORTS:  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  during  August  are  estimated  at  23.5  million 
bushels.  This  compares  with  27.0  million  exported  during  July  and  17.8  million 
during  August  1954*  Corn  exports  in  August  are  estimated  at  9.0  million  bushels 
as  against  6.9  million  exported  a  year  ago.  Exports,  October-August  this  season, 
totaled  81.9  million  bushels  as  against  92.1  million  the  same  months  last  season. 
Soybean  exports  in  August  are  estimated  at  4*0  million  bushels  bringing  the  total 
since  October  1  to  56.7  million  as  against  39.0  million  the  same  period  last  year. 
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Exports  of  grain  sorghums  continue  at  a  higher  level  than  last  year  and  total 
42.4  million  thus  far  this  season  compared  with  13.5  million  last  season.  Around 
10  million  bushels  of  barley  were  exported  during  August  compared  with  8.7  million 
in  July  and  1.6  million  in  August  1954- 

EUROPEAN  WHEAT  PROSPECTS:  The  outlook  for  the  1955  wheat  crop  in  western  Europe, 
including  Yugoslavia,  varies  considerably  with  present  indications  pointing  to 
the  total  for  the  area  showing  little  change  from  the  1954  total,  according  to 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  Best  conditions  are  reported  for  Italy,  France, 
Western  Germany,  and  Yugoslavia,  while  substantial  reductions  from  the  1954  level 
are  reported  for  Spain,  Portugal,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Scandinavia.  Preliminary 
information  from  the  Soviet  Union  points  to  a  larger  wheat  harvest  this  season. 
Better  yields  are  reported  for  the  winter  wheat  belts  of  the  Ukraine  and  northern 
Caucasus,  where  a  serious  drought  reduced  yields  last  year. 

CANADIAN  GRAIN  SUPPLIES:  Near  record  supplies  of  982  million  bushels  of  wheat 
were  in  prospect  for  Canada  for  1955-56,  based  on  the  August  30  crop  forecast  and 
the  August  1  carryover  stocks.  If  realized,  this  would  be  1  million  bushels  below 
the  record  supplies  of  9 83  million  for  1953-54*  tout  100  million  more  than  the 
1954-55  supplies  of  882  million  bushels.  A  drop  of  100  million  bushels  in  carry¬ 
over  stocks  was  more  than  offset  by  greatly  improved  prospects  for  the  1955  crop 
which  was  forecast  at  500.6  million  bushels.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  from 
Canada,  August  through  July,  totaled  255  million  bushels.  This  was  about  the 
same  as  the  previous  season,  but  130  million  below  the  1952-53  season.  Supplies 

of  oats  for  1955-56  total  517  million  bushels  compared  with  433  million  for 

1954-55  and  551  million  for  1953-54.  An  increase  of  around  130  million  oushels 

in  the  1955  crop  more  than  offset  the  smaller  carryover  stocks.  Barley  supplies 

are  indicated  at  356  million  bushels,  an  increase  of  35  million  over  1954-55. 
Overseas  exports  of  barley,  at  58  million,  were  5  million  above  the  previous  sea¬ 
son  while  exports  to  the  United  States  at  19  million  were  only  a  little  over  half 
the  previous  season.  Rye  supplies  at  33-3  million  bushels  are  slightly  smaller 
than  last  season  due  to  the  smaller  carryover.  With  prospects  for  a  crop  nearly 
twice  that  of  a  year  ago,  record  supplies  of  23.5  million  bushels  of  flaxseed  were 
in  prospect  for  1955-56.  These  compare  with  13.8  million  for  1954-55. 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  PRICE  SUPPORT:  Special  "distress"  price  support  loans  will  be 
available  for  a  90-day  period  for  1955 -crop  grain  sorghums  in  areas  where  regular 
storage  facilities  are  not  available  and  where  grain  sorghums  can  be  stored  suc¬ 
cessfully  either  on  the  ground  or  in  temporary  structures  during  the  fall  months. 
The  distress  loans  will  be  on  a  recourse  basis  at  80  percent  of  regular  county 
loan  rates.  During  the  90-day  period,  farmers  will  be  expected  to  arrange  for 
adequate  on-farm  or  commercial  storage. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  735,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  September  6.  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  13-9  million  bushels  compared  with 
23-7  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this 
week's  sales  were  Portugal  and  Venezuela.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  GENERALLY  STRENGTHENED 
OATS  AND  BARLEY  QUOTAS  TO  BE  DISCONTINUED 


September  16,  1955 


Cash  grain  markets  generally  strengthened  during  the  week  ended  September  15,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  The  President  announced  on  September  9  that  im¬ 
port  quotas  on  oats  and  barley  would  not  be  continued  beyond  September  30,  1955.  Mostly 
dry,  sunny  weather  intensified  moisture  deficiency  over  most  of  the  country  except  in 
the  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coastal  sections.  As  a  result,  preparation  of  the  soil  and  seed¬ 
ing  of  winger  grains  have  generally  been  retarded  in  the  interior  and  western  sections. 
Wheat  prices  advanced  1-5^  per  bushel  influenced  by  smaller  receipts  and  an  active  de¬ 
mand.  Durum  wheat  prices  were  unchanged.  Rye  gained  8-9^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis 
influenced  by  a  similar  advance  at  Winnipeg.  Corn  advanced  3^  per  bushel  at  Chicago, 
but  dropped  1-7^  at  most  other  markets  reflecting  the  slow  demand.  Oats  prices  were 
mostly  unchanged  to  1^  per  bushel  higher  with  offerings  about  equal  to  the  demand. 
Barley  prices  averaged  about  unchanged  with  the  demand  active  for  the  better  malting 
types.  Grain  sorghums  dropped  8-9^  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  due  to  the  increased 
^ferings,  but  advanced  2-5^  at  Fort  Worth  where  offerings  were  small.  Soybeans 
^ivanced  2-6^  per  bushel  reflecting  an  active  demand  for  old  crop  offerings.  Flaxseed 
was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 

OATS  AND  BARLEY  QUOTAS:  At  the  recommendation  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  the 
President  announced  on  September  9  that  import  quotas  on  oats  and  barley  would  not  be 
continued  beyond  September  30,  1955,  the  date  on  which  the  quotas  presently  in  effect 
will  expire.  Unless  there  is  considerable  change  in  present  conditions,  it  appears 
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unlikely  that  oats  and  barley  would  be  imported  in  such  quantities  as  to  interfere 
materially  with  domestic  price  support  programs  for  these  grains.  The  quotas  on  ^ 
oats  and  barley  for  the  current  year,  October  1,  1954  through  September  30,  1955, 
are  only  45-50  percent  filled  despite  ample  supplies  in  Canada.  The  relationship 
between  U.  S.  and  Canadian  prices  during  recent  months  has  not  been  conducive  to 
the  importation  of  these  grains  into  the  U.  S.  The  Department  of  Agriculture  will 
continue  to  maintain  a  close  review  of  the  situation  and  if  conditions  change  to 
such  an  extent  as  to  make  it  necessary,  the  Department  will  recommend  new  investi¬ 
gations  under  Section  22. 

CROP  REPORT:  The  continued  drought  and  heat  sharply  reduced  yields  of  corn,  soy¬ 
beans  and  grain  sorghums  in  the  Western  Corn  Belt  and  Central  Great  Plains  during 
August,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Corn  crop  prospects  decreased  by 
364  million  bushels  during  August  and  is  now  estimated  at  3,113  million  bushels. 

This  is  149  million  bushels  more  than  was  produced  in  1954  seal  33  million  above 
average.  The  generally  advanced  maturity  of  the  crop  throughout  the  Nation  has 
lessened  chance  of  damage  from  an  early  frost.  Production  of  all  spring  wheat  is 
now  indicated  at  227  million  bushels,  27  percent  more  than  the  1954  crop  of  179 
million,  but  21  percent  below  average.  High  temperatures  in  late  July  and  August 
hastened  plant  development,  and  maturity,  and  enabled  most  of  the  acreage  to  es¬ 
cape  serious  rust  damage.  Production  of  durum  wheat  in  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas 
is  estimated  at  14-3  million  bushels  compared  with  5.6  million  last  year  and  33*4 
million  the  10-year  average.  It  is  estimated  an  additional  5  1/2  million  bushels 
of  durum  wheat  will  be  produced  in  Montana.  Winter  wheat  production  remains  un¬ 
changed  from  the  August  1  forecast  of  689  million  bushels.  The  oats  crop  esti¬ 
mated  at  1,636  .million  bushels  is  136  million  more  than  the  1954  crop  and  the 
largest  of  record.  Barley  production  indicated  at  387  million  bushels  compares 
with  370  million  last  year  and  is  the  second  largest  of  record.  The  grain  sorghum 
crop  is  estimated  at  226.8  million  bushels,  11  percent  larger  than  last  year's 
crop  of  204  million.  Soybean  production  estimates  declined  33  million  bushels 
during  August  and  is  now  forecast  at  388  million.  This  is  still  a  record  crop  and 
13  percent  more  than  was  produced  last  year.  Flaxseed  production  is  now  estimated 
at  43  million  bushels,  4  percent  larger  than  last  year,  and  the  third  largest  of 
record . 

1955-CROP  GRAINS  UNDER  PRICE  SUPPORT s  Farmers  put  47,387,277  bushels  of  1955-crop 
wheat  under  price  support  through  August  15.  This  included  6,353,369  bushels  of 
farm-stored  wheat,  40,809,534  warehouse-stored,  and  224,374  under  purchase  agree¬ 
ments.  This  compares  with  a  total  of  127,155,152  bushels  of  1954-crop  wheat  under 
price  support  through  August  15,  1954-  The  quantity  of  other  grains  put  under 
price  support  through  August  15,  in  1,000  bushels  except  grain  sorghums  in  1,000 
cwt. ,  with  comparable  figures  for  1954  in  parentheses,  was  as  follows:  Barley 
5,011  (17,862);  flaxseed  21  (49);  oats  12,569  (20,247);  rye  249  (195);  grain 
sorghums  2,569  (5,402).  Through  August  15,  1955,  farmers  resealed  the  following 
quantities  of  1954-crop  grains:  Barley  4,619,152;  corn  1,068,670;  flaxseed 
266,529;  oats  6,964,780;  rye  381,080;  wheat  5,585,591  bushels;  and  grain  sorghums 
174,908  cwt.  In  addition,  farmers  had  resealed  2,458,690  bushels  of  1953-crop 
corn  on  August  15,  1955. 

CCC  TO  SELL  REMAINING  SOYBEAN  STOCKS:  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  September  14  that  it  will  sell  at  the  market  price  for  domestic  crushing 
or  for  export  all  remaining  soybeans  in  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  inven¬ 
tory.  It  is  estimated  that  approximately  500,000  bushels  of  soybeans  mainly  odd 
lots,  remain  in  the  CCC  inventory.  Approximately  13  million  bushels  of  soybeans  %i) 

were  acquired  by  CCC  under  the  1954  soybean  price  support  program.  Of  this  "take¬ 
over, "  about  8  million  bushels  were  sold  domestically;  about  4  l/2  million  bushels 
were  sold  for  export;  and  about  half  a  million  bushels  are  still  available  for  sale.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  GENERALLY  STRENGTHEN  -  SOYBEAN  PRICES  ADVANCE  SHARPLY 

Cash  grain  markets  generally  strengthened  during  the  week  ended  September  22, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Hard  winter  wheat  prices  advanced  around 
7^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  were  about  unchanged  to  1^  higher  at  Kansas  City. 
Spring  wheat  advanced  1-3^  per  bushel.  Durum  wheat  prices  dropped  about  5j^  per 
bushel  reflecting  a  less  active  demand.  Rye  gained  6^  per  bushel  influenced  by 
the  smaller  offerings  and  the  firm  market  at  Winnipeg.  Corn  prices  declined 
fractionally  at  Chicago,  were  unchanged  to  1^  per  bushel  higher  at  Kansas  City, 
and  advanced  4j4  at  Minneapolis  where  offerings  were  limited.  Oats  prices  were 
unchanged  to  1^  per  bushel  higher  at  Minneapolis  and  gained  4^  at  Chicago  and 
Kansas  City  reflecting  an  active  demand.  Barley  prices  were  unchanged  to  5^ 
per  bushel  lower  at  Minneapolis  except  for  the  better  malting  types  which  were 
mostly  unchanged.  Grain  sorghums  gained  9^  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City,  but 
declined  2-5^  at  Fort  Worth.  Soybean  prices  advanced  as  much  as  13^  per  bushel  at 
Illinois  country  points  and  7-8j4  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  reflecting  in  part  the 
small  country  offerings.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 


IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  587,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  September  20.  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  15.2  million  bushels  compared  with 
31-4  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this 
week's  sales  were  Cuba  and  the  Netherlands.

INSPECTIONS  FOR  OVERSEAS  EXPORT:  Inspections  of  wheat  (grain  only)  for  overseas 
export  totaled  3.8  million  bushels  for  the  week  ended  September  16.  This  com¬ 
pares  with  3.3  million  bushels  the  previous  week  and  3-2  million  the  comparable 
week  a  year  ago.  Corn  inspections  totaled  1.2  million  bushels  compared  with 
2.9  million  bushels  a  week  ago  and  871,000  bushels  the  comparable  week  last  year. 
Inspections  of  other  grains  during  the  week  totaled  as  follows:  Oats  336,000; 
barley  1.8  million;  rye  149,000;  flaxseed  42,000;  and  grain  sorghums  1.3  million 
bushels . 

INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS  FOR  EXPORT:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export 
for  the  week  ended  September  16  totaled  308,733  bushels.  The  quantity  inspected 
during  the  week  by  ports  and  countries  of  destination  was  as  follows:  Norfolk 
to  Denmark  149,333  bushels,  and  New  Orleans  to  Holland  139,400  bushels. 

IMPORTS  OR  SHIPMENTS  FROM  CANADA:  Imports  of  wheat  from  Canada  for  the  week 
ended  September  14  totaled  116,000  bushels  for  domestic  use.  Shipments  of  oats 
to  the  United  States  from  Canada  during  the  week  totaled  13,000  bushels  compared 
with  11,000  bushels  last  week  and  145,000  the  comparable  week  of  1954*  Shipments 
of  barley  during  the  week  totaled  24>000  bushels  compared  with  100,000  bushels 
last  week  and  568,000  the  comparable  period  last  year.  Rye  shipments  totaled 
127,000  bushels. 

WHEAT  SANITATION  REQUIREMENTS:  The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  announced 
September  16  that  it  will  tighten  sanitary  requirements  on  wheat  beginning  next 
July.  The  basis  of  legal  action  against  filth-contaminated  wheat  will  be  lowered 
to  the  following  levels:  1  or  more  rodent  pellets  per  pint  of  wheat  (liquid 
measure)  or  1%  or  more  of  insect-damaged  kernels.  The  change  will  be  put  into 
effect  July  1,  1956,  to  coincide  with  the  beginning  of  the  crop  year  and  thus 
permit  the  grain  trade  time  to  make  the  necessary  adjustments. 

SECOND  WHEAT  PURCHASE  AUTHORIZATION  ISSUED  TO  GREECE:  The  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  announced  on  September  20  the  issuance  to  Greece  of  a  second  purchase 
authorization  to  finance  the  purchase  of  approximately  900,000  bushels  of  wheat 
grading  No.  2  or  better  (excluding  durum  wheat).  Also  an  amendment  to  a  previous 
authorization  issued  to  Greece  to  include  an  additional  279,000  bushels  of  oats, 
grading  No.  3  or  better.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  SOYBEAN  PRICES  CONTINUED  ADVANCE 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  September  29,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported.  Prices  generally  declined  except  for  soybeans 
which  continued  to  advance,  influenced  by  the  smaller  marketings  as  general  rains 
in  the  soybean  area  delayed  harvesting.  Moderate  to  heavy  rains  over  most  of  the 
Great  Plains,  the  upper  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Valleys,  and  the  Northeast  relieved 
the  droughty  situation  in  many  areas.  Wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  1ft  per 
bushel  below  a  week  ago  reflecting  a  less  active  demand.  Durum  wheat  dropped  3  ft 
per  bushel.  Rye  declined  1  ft  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  offerings  in  excess 
of  the  demand.  Corn  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  3ft  per  bushel  lower  due  to 
the  increased  offerings.  Oats  prices  were  unchanged  to  1  ft  per  bushel  below  a 
week  ago  with  offerings  ample  for  the  demand.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged 
to  3 ft  per  bushel  lower  at  Minneapolis  with  the  demand  limited  except  for  the  better 
-^malting  types.  Grain  sorghums  gained  9^  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  were 
unchanged  to  3ft  higher  at  Fort  Worth  due  to  the  smaller  offerings.  Soybean  prices 
gained  7-16 ft  per  bushel  reflecting  a  more  active  crusher  demand  and  smaller  offer¬ 
ings  as  general  rains  delayed  harvesting  in  many  areas.  Flaxseed  advanced  3j^  per 
bushel  at  AHnneapolis .

WHEAT  SUPPLIES:  Supplies  of  wheat  available  for  export  or  carryover  in  the  four 
principal  exporting  countries  (United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and  Australia) 
on  September  1  totaled  2,319  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  2,177  million 
a  year  ago  and  2,021  million  two  years  ago.  The  1955  crop  now  being  harvested 
is  included  in  the  supplies  for  the  United  States  and  Canada.  Supplies  in 
Canada  are  about  100  million  bushels  more  than  a  year  ago  due  to  the  sharp 
increase  in  the  1955  crop.  Supplies  available  for  export  on  September  1  after 
deducting  domestic  requirements  for  the  season,  totaled  as  follows,  with  com¬ 
parable  figures  for  a  year  ago  in  parentheses:  United  States  1,279  (1,252); 

Canada  809  (714);  Argentina  117  (94);  and  Australia  114  (117).  Exports  from 
these  four  countries  during  the  season  ended  July  31  totaled  757  million  bushels 
compared  with  64O  million  during  1953-54  and  854  million  for  1952-53.  Exports 
from  the  United  States  in  1954-55  totaled  277  million,  an  increase  of  66  million 
above  1953-54  while  Canadian  exports  at  252  million  were  slightly  smaller. 

Exports  from  Argentina  during  1954-55,  at  134  million,  increased  by  24  million 
over  the  previous  year  and  exports  from  Australia,  at  94  million  bushels, were  31 
million  larger. 

WORLD  WHEAT  PRODUCTION:  World  production  of  wheat  during  1955  estimated  at 
7,315  million  bushels  will  be  5  percent  above  1954>  according  to  preliminary 
estimates  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  Wheat  production  in  Western 
Europe  was  estimated  at  about  the  same  as  in  1954  but  with  changes  from  country 
to  country.  Increases  in  Italy  and  Germany  offset  substantial  declines  in  Spain, 
Portugal,  the  United  Kingdom,  and  Scandinavia,  The  quality  is  generally  much 
better  than  last  year  when  an  unusually  large  amount  was  used  for  feed  because 
of  the  poor  quality.  An  increase  of  5  percent  in  wheat  production  in  Eastern 
Europe  was  indicated.  Estimates  for  Asia  were  slightly  below  a  year  ago  while 
production  in  Africa  was  estimated  to  be  15  percent  less  than  in  1954*  In 
Australia  a  wheat  crop  of  200  million  bushels  was  forecast  compared  with  167 
million  last  year.  Although  it  is  too  early  for  a  reliable  indication  of  pros¬ 
pects  in  South  .America,  recent  reports  suggest  that  the  outturn  will  be  somewhat 
less  than  in  1954. 

SOYBEANS:  Crushings  of  soybeans  during  August  totaled  19.9  million  bushels 
compared  with  21,3  million  during  July  and  14.8  million  in  August  1954.  This 
brought  the  total  crushings  since  October  1  to  230.3  million  bushels  compared 
with  202.0  million  for  the  same  period  last  season.  Exports  of  soybeans,  October 
through  August  this  season,  totaled  56,7  million  bushels  as  against  39,0  million 
the  same  period  last  season.  Supplies  of  soybeans  remaining  for  processing, 
export,  or  carryover  on  September  1  totaled  30.2  million  bushels  compared  with 
12.6  million  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  soybeans  at  crushing  plants  on  September  1 
totaled  7,2  million  bushels  or  about  2,3  million  more  than  for  the  same  date  last 
year. 

FLAXSEED:  Crushings  of  flaxseed  during  August  totaled  2,6  million  bushels  as 
against  2.0  million  in  July  and  3.5  million  in  August  1954.  Supplies  of  flax¬ 
seed  remaining  on  September  1  for  crushing,  export  or  carryover,  totaled  44.0 
million  bushels  this  year  compared  with  42,2  million  last  year.  Exports  of 
flaxseed  during  July  and  August  totaled  1.5  million  bushels,  less  than  one-half 
the  quantity  exported  the  first  two  months  last  season.  Stocks  of  flaxseed  at 
crushing  plants  on  September  1  totaled  3.0  million  bushels  compared  with  1.9 
million  for  the  same  date  in  1954-

Fall  seeding  of  small  grains  was  general  in 
the  Great  Plains  and  most  interior  areas  eastward  to  the  middle  Atlantic  Coast. 
General  rains  further  relieved  the  droughty  situation  in  many  areas.  Winter  wheat 
prices  were  about  unchanged  to  1^  above  a  week  ago  while  spring  wheat  declined 
1-2^  per  bushel  reflecting  a  less  active  demand.  Durum  wheat  was  unchanged  at 
Minneapolis.  Rye  declined  1-3^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Corn  prices  were  un¬ 
changed  to  4^  per  bushel  lower  with  offerings  more  than  ample  for  the  limited 
demand.  The  domestic  sales  price  of  CCC-owned  corn  was  lowered  about  25^  effec¬ 
tive  October  1  due  to  the  shift  to  the  1955-crop  support  basis.  Oats  advanced 
1_3^  per  bushel  and  barley  prices  were  unchanged  to  3^  higher  due  principally  to 
the  limited  offerings.  Grain  sorghums  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City,  but  advanced 
2^  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth.  Rains  continued  to  delay  the  harvest  of  grain 
^  sorghums  in  west  Texas.  Soybean  prices  fluctuated  over  a  wide  range  and  at  the 
close  of  the  week  were  5-11^  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago  influenced  by  the  in¬ 
creased  offerings  of  new  crop  beans.  Flaxseed  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minne¬ 
apolis  .

CANADIAN  CROP  REPORT:  Near  ideal  harvesting  weather  prevailed  over  most  of  the  ^ 
Prairie  Provinces  and  harvesting  is  now  practically  completed  except  in  parts  of 
Alberta  where  adverse  weather  since  the  middle  of  September  has  delayed  operations. 
Production  of  the  five  major  grains,  based  on  yields  indicated  at  the  middle  of 
September,  is  only  slightly  below  the  mid-August  estimates,  according  to  the  Domin¬ 
ion  Bureau  of  Statistics.  Canada's  1955  wheat  is  now  forecast  at  498.3  million 
bushels,  61  percent  above  last  year's  crop  of  308.9  million.  Despite  a  decrease 
in  the  acreage,  durum  wheat  production  this  year  is  estimated  at  17.2  million 
bushels  compared  with  6.6  million  in  1954*  Production  of  oats  is  forecast  at 
410.0  million  bushels,  34  percent  above  last  year's  crop  of  306.8  million.  The 
barley  crop,  estimated  at  258  million  bushels,  is  47  percent  more  than  last  year's 
outturn  of  175.5  million  and  the  third  largest  of  record.  Rye  production,  forecast 
at  15  million,  is  about  6  percent  above  the  14.2  million  bushel  crop  last  year. 

This  year's  flaxseed  crop,  now  estimated  at  21.2  million  bushels  is  nearly  double 
the  11.2  million  produced  a  year  ago  and  the  second  largest  of  record.  Production 
of  corn  for  grain  is  forecast  at  a  record  29.3  million  bushels,  7  million  above 
last  year.  The  1955  soybean  crop  estimated  at  4*7  million  bushels  is  about  5  per¬ 
cent  below  last  year's  crop. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat 
Agreement  program  totaled  1,012,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  October  4*  This 
brought  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  16.8  million  bushels  com¬ 
pared  with  33-2  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  in¬ 
volved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Cuba,  the  Vatican  City,  and  Venezuela. 

INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS  FOR  EXPORT:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export 
for  the  week  ended  September  30  totaled  1,286,051  bushels.  The  quantity  inspected  *• 
during  the  week  by  ports  and  countries  of  destination  was  as  follows:  Baltimore 
to  Denmark  74,667  bushels;  New  Orleans  to  Germany  119,0^2,  Japan  50,662,  Palestine 
289,085,  Belgium  119,023,  and  Holland  268,355;  Mobile  to  Germany  365,237  bushels.

CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  SLOW  -  PRICES  GENERALLY  LOWER 


Cash  grain  markets  remained  dull  during  the  week  ended  October  13  reflecting  the 
limited  demand,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  The  quantity  of  1955-crop 
grains  placed  under  price  support  through  September  15  is  sharply  below  the  amount 
under  support  for  the  same  date  a  year  ago.  Farmers  put  only  124.3  million  bushels 
of  1955-crop  wheat  under  price  support  through  September  15  compared  with  232.8 
niillion  of  1954  crop  through  September  15,  1954°  Winter  wheat  prices  were  mostly 
unchanged  to  ltf  per  bushel  above  last  week's  level  with  the  demand  slow.  Spring 
wheat  declined  fractionally  at  Minneapolis  with  both  the  demand  and  offerings 
limited.  Durum  wheat  prices  were  unchanged.  Rye  advanced  slightly  at  Minneapolis 
influenced  principally  by  the  small  offerings.  Corn  prices  dropped  3-6^  per  bushel 
influenced  by  the  slow  demand  and  the  forecast  of  a  3.1  billion  bushel  corn  crop. 
Oats  declined  fractionally  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City,  but  were  about  unchanged  to 
2^  per  bushel  higher  at  Minneapolis.  Barley  prices  were  unchanged  at  Kansas  City, 
but  gained  as  much  as  7^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  due  to  the  limited  offerings  of 
j  the  better  malting  types.  Grain  sorghums  dropped  21-23^  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas 
City  and  2-5^  at  Fort  Worth.  Harvesting  of  milo  made  rapid  progress  in  the  Pan¬ 
handle  area.  Soybeans  declined  7-10^  per  bushel  reflecting  the  increased  movement 
of  new  crop  beans.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis  with  bothofferings  and 
the  demand  limited. 
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Agriculture  -  Washington 


CROP  PROSPECTS:  Prospects  continue  favorable  for  large  crops  during  1955  based 
on  October  1  conditions  reported  by  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  corn  crop  esti¬ 
mated  at  3.1  billion  bushels  will  be  5  percent  above  last  year  and  somewhat  above 
average.  Prospects  indicate  a  record  crop  of  375  million  bushels  of  soybeans  and 
the  second  largest  crop  of  grain  sorghums,  estimated  at  229  million  bushels.  Spring 
wheat  production  will  total  226  million  bushels,  an  increase  of  26  percent  over  the 
1954  crop.  Of  this,  14*4  million  is  durum  wheat  in  Minnesota  and  the  Dakotas  with 
an  estimate  of  5  l/4  million  more  in  Montana.  There  was  no  change  in  the  September 
estimate  for  winter  wheat,  oats,  barley  and  rye. 

CORN  PRICE  SUPPORT  RATE:  The  1955-crop  corn  will  be  supported  at  a  national  aver¬ 
age  of  $1.58  per  bushel.  This  is  the  same  as  the  minimum  announced  on  March  24, 
1955.  The  county  rates  announced  July  28  also  will  be  unchanged.  The  national 
average  rate  for  the  1954  crop  was  $1.62  per  bushel. 

EXPORTS:  Exports  of  most  grains  during  August  and  September  were  well  above  a 
year  ago.  Exports  of  wheat  and  wheat  flour  in  grain  equivalent  estimated  at  18.5 
million  bushels  in  September  are  about  6  million  below  August,  but  are  3.6  million 
above  September  1954*  Corn  exports  at  9  million  during  September  were  more  than 
double  a  year  ago  and  brought  the  total  for  the  season  to  around  90  million  as 
against  95.7  million  for  the  1953-54  season.  Soybean  exports  totaled  around  3°  5 
million  during  September  compared  with  0.5  million  in  September  1954 »  This  brought 
the  total  for  the  1954-55  season  to  nearly  60  million  as  against  39.5  million  for 
1953-54.  Barley  exports  continue  at  a  record  level  with  28  million  exported  the 
first  3  months  of  the  season.  Exports  of  grain  sorghums  totaled  around  47  million 
bushels  for  the  season  ending  September  30  as  against  15.3  million  for  the  1953-54 
season. 

COMMODITIES  SALES:  An  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Ecuador  providing 
for  the  sale  of  approximately  550,000  bushels  of  wheat  and  other  agricultural 
commodities  for  Ecuadoran  currency  was  announced  October  10.  Also,  an  agreement 
between  the  U.  S.  and  Yugoslavia  providing  for  the  sale  of  approximately  11  million 
bushels  of  wheat  for  Yugoslav  currency  was  announced  October  12.  Both  agreements 
were  made  under  Title  I  of  the  Agricultural  Trade  Development  and  Adjustment  Act 
of  1954  (Public  Law  48O).

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  DEMAND  LIMITED 


Cash  grain  markets  weakened  during  the  week  ended  October  20,  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  reported.  Fall  seeding  of  wheat  is  nearing  completion  in  the  Great 
Plains  area  and  the  northern  districts  of  the  Pacific  Northwest,  but  has  been  de¬ 
layed  in  the  Middle  and  North  Atlantic  States  due  to  the  heavy  rains.  Winter 
wheat  prices  generally  declined  1-2^  per  bushel  reflecting  the  slow  demand.  Spring 
wheat  was  mostly  unchanged  to  1ft  per  bushel  higher.  Durum  wheat  advanced  5 -10 ft 
per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  at  Portland  with 
trading  limited.  Rye  dropped  5^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  trading  very  slow. 
Corn  prices  declined  as  much  as  9^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  were  1-4^  lower  at 
most  other  markets  due  in  part  to  the  increased  offerings  of  new  crop  corn. 
Harvesting  of  new  crop  corn  is  reported  well  ahead  of  normal  in  Iowa.  Oats 
prices  declined  fractionally  at  most  markets  with  the  demand  limited.  Barley  was 
mostly  unchanged  with  offerings  ample  for  the  demand.  Grain  sorghums  declined 
2-3^  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City,  but  advanced  3-5^  at  Fort  Worth  where  most  of 
the  milo  was  reported  going  under  loan  and  limited  quantities  offered  for  sale. 
Soybean  prices  dropped  3-6^  per  bushel  due  to  the  increased  offerings.  Flaxseed 
was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis  with  offerings  about  equal  to  the  demand. 
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"DISCOLORED"  GRAIN  SORGHUMS  ELIGIBLE  FOR  SUPPORT:  The  1955  price  support  provir  ■ 
sions  have  been  broadened  to  include  "discolored"  grain  sorghums  at  a  discount  of 
per  100  pounds  below  the  regular  price-support  rates.  "Discolored"  grain  sor¬ 
ghums  must  meet  all  the  other  price-support  requirements  to  be  eligible. 

WHEAT  EXPORT  PROGRAM:  In  an  effort  to  ease  port  congestion  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  will  offer  for  sale  for  export,  on  a  competitive  bid  basis  and  over 
an  indefinite  period  of  time,  not  to  exceed  4  million  bushels  of  soft  red  winter 
wheat  which  is  at  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coast  locations.  The  first  offers  to  sell 
will  be  from  1.6  million  bushels  of  soft  red  winter  wheat  held  by  CCC  at  Gulf 
coast  ports.  Wheat  sold  under  this  competitive  bid  program  will  not  qualify  for 
export  subsidy  payments  or  for  sales  for  foreign  currency  under  Public  Law  4^0. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  procure¬ 
ment  authorizations  for  bread  grains  on  October  20  in  the  amount  of  $2,000,000  to 
Formosa  and  $3,280,000  to  Korea. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS*  Inspections  of  soybeans  during  September  were  the  largest  of 
record  and  totaled  42.3  million  bushels  as  against  22.1  million  in  September  1954* 
These  inspections  are  based  on  the  revised  standards  which  became  effective  Septem 
ber  1.  Although  the  new  standards  allow  a  lower  percentage  of  foreign  material,  a 
higher  percentage  of  the  inspections  graded  No.  1  this  year  than  in  September  1954 
Of  the  inspected  receipts,  27  percent  graded  No.  1  this  year  compared  with  20 
percent  last  year  while  45  percent  graded  No.  2  this  year  and  54  percent  a  year 
ago.  In  general  the  current  crop  indicates  good  weight,  lower  moisture,  and  is 
cleaner  than  the  1954  crop.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  DEMAND  GENERALLY  LIMITED 


Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  October  27,  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  reported.  Reversing  the  trend  of  recent  weeks,  cash  grain  prices 
generally  advanced  toward  the  close  of  the  week  due  in  part  to  the  smaller  offer¬ 
ings  and  a  more  active  demand.  Winter  wheat  prices  advanced  1-2^  per  bushel  at 
Chicago  and  St.  Louis,  but  were  unchanged  to  2^  lower  at  Kansas  City  as  early 
losses  were  not  fully  absorbed.  Spring  wheat  advanced  2-4^  per  bushel  due  prin¬ 
cipally  to  the  smaller  offerings.  Durum  wheat  dropped  5  ft  per  bushel.  White  wheat 
prices  were  unchanged  at  Portland.  Rye  prices  were  about  unchanged  at  Minneapolis 
with  trading  limited.  Corn  was  unchanged  to  2ft  per  bushel  lower  with  the  markets 
generally  improved  toward  the  close  of  the  week.  Oats  prices  were  unchanged  to  2ft 
per  bushel  higher  with  offerings  light.  Barley  was  mostly  unchanged  with  offer¬ 
ings  about  equal  to  the  demand.  Grain  sorghums  closed  at  about  last  week's  level. 
Harvesting  of  the  new  crop  is  nearing  completion  in  Texas  with  most  of  the  crop 
reported  going  under  loan.  Soybeans  advanced  nearly  2ft  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis 
with  offerings  limited  but  were  unchanged  to  about  2i  lower  at  Chicago  and  Illinois 
9P  country  points.  Flaxseed  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 
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Agriculture  -  Washington 


GRAIN  SORGHUMS:  Supplies  of  grain  sorghums  for  1955-56,  currently  estimated  at 
nearly  170  million  cwt.,  are  the  largest  of  record.  This  compares  with  127  mil¬ 
lion  for  1954-55  and  65  million  for  1953-54.  A  crop  of  128  million  cwt.  was 
indicated  by  October  1  conditions.  If  realized,  this  would  be  14  million  more 
than  the  1954  crop  and  more  than  double  the  1953  crop.  Carryover  stocks, 

October  1,  totaled  41.5  million  cwt.  as  against  12.3  million  a  year  earlier.  Of 
the  record  October  1  stocks  the  CCC  owned  38  million  cwt.  Disappearance  of  sor¬ 
ghums  last  season  totaled  85  million  cwt.  compared  with  53  million  in  1953-54 = 
Exports,  mainly  from  CCC  stocks,  increased  sharply  and  totaled  26  million  cwt.  as 
against  8.6  million  in  the  previous  season.  The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
sold  44  million  cwt.  during  1954-55  of  which  30  million  were  sold  for  export.  A 
portion  of  the  sales  during  August  and  September  had  not  been  shipped  by  October  1. 
About  53  million  cwt.  were  used  for  feed  last  season  as  against  40  million  the 
previous  year.  Grain  sorghum  prices  dropped  sharply  the  last  few  months  of  the 
season  reflecting  the  increased  supplies.  Farm  prices  averaged  $1,67  per  cwt,  in 
September  compared  with  $2,39  in  May,  the  season's  peak, and  $2,16  in  September  a 
year  ago.  The  support  level  for  the  1955  crop  is  $1,78  per  cwt,  compared  with 
$2.28  for  the  1954  crop.  By  September  15,  farmers  had  placed  4*4  million  cwt, 
under  support  this  year  as  against  7.0  million  by  the  same  date  .last  year. 

SUSPENSION  OF  CCC  SALES  OF  CORN  FOR  EXPORT:  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  October  27  temporary  suspension  of  all  sales  of  CCC-owned  corn  for 
export  except  for  quantities  required  to  fill  outstanding  commitments  including 
barter  transactions.  Export  needs  will  thus  be  supplied  largely  from  commercial 
stocks.  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  offerings  of  out-of -condition  corn  and  of 
corn  in  danger  of  deterioration  will  be  continued.  Sales  programs  for  other  CCC- 
owned  commodities,  both  export  and  domestic,  are  not  affected  by  this  action. 

USD  A  DISCONTINUES  LIMITED  WHEAT  EXPORT  PROGRAM :  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  announced  October  27  discontinuance,  effective  immediately,  of  a  limited 
export  program  for  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  stocks  of  soft  red  winter  wheat 
at  Atlantic  and  Gulf  coast  locations.  Total  sales  under  the  special  program, 
which  was  announced  on  October  14,  amounted  to  approximately  1.5  million  bushels, 

USDA  BUYS  FLOUR  FOR  DOMESTIC  DONATION:  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  October  24  that  ainrards  have  been  made  for  the  purchase  of  6,730,300 
pounds  of  wheat  flour  for  donation  to  needy  families  and  persons.  These  purchases 
bring  the  total  flour  bought  for  donation  to  17,236,400  pounds.  The  flour  will 
be  made  available  tothe  needy  through  State  distributing  agencies.  In  addition  to 
flour,  10,703,000  pounds  of  corrmeal  have  been  obtained  for  this  donation  program, 
IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  1,971,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  October  25,  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  21.4  million  bushels  compared  with 
a  little  under  41=0  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries 
involved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Italy  and  the  Philippines. 
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QUARTERLY  GRAIN  .MARKET  SUMMARIES 

WHEAT i  Slocks  of*  wheal  in  all  positions  on  October  1  were  the  largest  of  record 
and  totaled.  1,740  million  bushels.  This  compares  with  1,677  million  a  year  ago 
and  1,541  million  two  years  ago.  Of  the  October  1  stocks  the  Commodity  Credit 
Corporation  owned  927  million  bushels.  The  1955  wheat  crop  estimated  at  916  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  is  6  percent  less  than  the  1954  crop  and  21  percent  below  the  10-year 
average.  The  quality  of  the  1955  spring  wheat  crop  is  the  best  in  years  with  85 
percent  of  the  receipts  at  Minneapolis  grading  No.  2  or  better.  The  high  average 
protein  in  this  year's  crop  has  resulted  in  a  sharp  decline  in  protein  premiums. 

Of  the  inspected  receipts  at  Kansas  City  during  July -September  this  year,  93  per¬ 
cent  graded  No.  2  or  better  compared  with  89  percent  the  10-year  average.  Exports 
of  wheat  and  flour  in  grain  equivalent  totaled  70  million  bushels  the  first  3 
months  of  the  season  compared  with  54  million  the  same  months  last  year.  Exports 
in  million  bushels  to  the  principal  countries,  July -September  this  year,  with 
comparable  figures  for  the  same  months  last  year  in  parentheses,  were  as  follows: 
Japan  17.2  (9.8);  West  Germany  8.2  (5.0);  Netherlands  7.0  (2.4);  Yugoslavia  6.2 
(4.6);  United  Kingdom  3.0  (7.4);  Brazil  2.3  (3-9);  and  Turkey  0.5  (3.0).  Supplies 
of  wheat  in  Canada  for  1955-56  at  980  million,  bushels  will  be  about  90  million 
more  than  1954-55.  The  1955  Canadian  crop,  estimated  at  498  million  bushels,  will, 
if  realized,  be  190  million  more  than  the  1954  crop  which  more  than  offsets  a  drop 
of  100  million  bushels  in  the  carryover.  Supplies  available  for  export  in  the  four 
principal  exporting  countries  on  October  1  in  million  bushels  with  comparable  fig¬ 
ures  for  a  year  ago  in  parentheses,  were  as  follows:  United  States  1,243  (1,236); 
Canada  788  (694);  Argentina  101  (82);  Australia  107  (ill);  and  total  2,239  (2,123), 
These  supplies  do  not  include  the  1955  crop  for  Argentina  and  Australia.  Exports 
from  these  four  countries,  January  through  September,  totaled  570  million  bushels 
this  year,  an  increase  of  about  100  million  over  last  year,  but  about  70  million 
below  the  same  months  of  1953.  U.  S.  farm  prices  of  wheat  averaged  $1.93  per  bushel 
the  first  3  months  of  the  season,  about  10^  below  the  same  months  of  1953  and  15^ 
below  the  1955  average  support  level. 

RYE:  Rye  stocks  of  37.8  million  bushels  on  October  1  were  the  second  largest  in  12 
years  of  record  and.  5.2  million  more  than  a  year  ago.  Domestic  supplies  of  rye  for 
1955-56  totaled  44*6  million  bushels,  6  million  more  than  1954-55  and  20  million 
more  than,  in  1953-54-  Rye  imports  totaled  2.9  million  bushels  the  first  quarter. 

By  October  21  most  of  the  1955-56  quota  of  3.3  million  bushels  had  been  imported. 
Disappearance  of  rye  the  first  quarter  at  9.7  million  bushels  was  3  percent  above 
the  same  quarter  last  year  due  to  the  increased  exports.  Exports  of  over  1.0 
.million  bushels  were  three  times  those  of  a  year  ago  and  the  largest  for  the  first 
quarter  since  1949.  The  1955  rye  crop  in  Canada,  estimated  by  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics  at  15.0  million  bushels,  is  slightly  above  last  year  but  well  below 
the  two  previous  years.  Rye  prices  the  first  four  months  of  the  season  averaged 
$1.05  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  the  lowest  for  these  months  since  1943.  With  farm 
prices  averaging  31j4  below  the  loan  rate  of  $1,18  per  bushel,  farmers  placed  a 
record  of  2.8  million  bushels  under  support  through  September  15  as  against  1.6 
million  the  same  period  last  year. 

CORN:  Supplies  of  corn  (grain  only)  for  1955-56,  based  on  October  1  indications, 
totaled  3,800  million  bushels.  If  realized,  this  would  be  the  largest  of  record 
and  228  million  more  than  for  1954-55,  Carryover  stocks  of  corn  on  October  1 
amounted  to  1,024  million  bushels  compared  with  920  million  a  year  earlier.  Of  the 
October  1  carryover,  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  owned  681  million  bushels. 

The  1955  corn  crop  was  estimated  at  3,118  million  bushels  on  October  1.  Included 
in  the  production  is  an  estimated  342  million  bushels  of  corn  equivalent  for  silage, 
forage,  hogging  and  grazing.  If  realized,  the  1955  crop  would  be  5  percent  more 
than  last  year.  Disappearance  of  corn,  (grain  only)  last  season  was  the  second 
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smallest  in  13  years  and  totaled  2,549  million  bushels.  The  smaller  disappearance 
reflected  a  drop  of  185  million  in  the  quantity  fed.  Exports  of  around  89  million 
bushels  were  only  slightly  smaller  than  the  previous  season  but  50  million  below 
1952-53.  The  wet  milling  industry  used  138.6  million  last  season  or  about  10  mil¬ 
lion  more  than  in  1953-54*  Sales  of  corn  by  the  CCC  during  1954-55  totaled  about 
150  million  bushels  of  which  one-third  were  for  export.  Corn  prices  the  first 
three  weeks  of  October  averaged  31j4  per  bushel  below  a  year  ago  at  the  principal 
midwest  markets. 

OATS:  Stocks  of  oats  on  October  1  were  the  largest  of  record  and  totaled  1,431 
million  bushels.  These  compare  with  1,297  million  a  year  ago  and  1,065  million 
two  years  ago.  Of  the  October  1  stocks  this  year  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
owned  45.5  million  bushels.  Imports  of  oats  were  small  the  first  three  months 
reflecting  unfavorable  prices  and  totaled  around  three-fourths  of  a  million  bushels. 
Disappearance  of  oats  the  first  three  months  was  the  second  largest  of  record  and 
totaled  521  million  bushels,  or  about  80  million  above  last  year.  Exports  of  oats 
at  nearly  5  million  bushels  were  the  largest  since  1949.  The  1955  Canadian  oats 
crop,  estimated  at  410  million  bushels,  compares  with  307  million  produced  last 
year  and  407  million  two  years  ago.  Carryover  stocks  in  Canada  totaled  81  million 
as  against  126  million  a  year  earlier.  World  production  of  oats  was  estimated  at 
4,335  million  bushels  or  a  little  more  than  last  year.  Oats  prices  at  the  farm 
averaged  57^  per  bushel  the  first  3  months  of  the  season,  the  lowest  for  the  period 
since  1942.  With  prices  4j4  below  the  average  loan  level  farmers  placed  24*6  million 
bushels  under  price  support  through  September  15. 

BARLEY:  Stocks  of  barley  on  October  1  at  397  million  were  the  largest  of  record 
and  about  40  million  bushels  above  a  year  ago.  Of  the  October  .1  stocks  this  year, 
the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  owned  57  million  bushels.  Domestic  supplies  of 
barley  for  1955-56  are  estimated  at  517  million  bushels  as  against  441  million  for 
1954-55  and  332  million  the  5-year  (1949-53)  average.  Disappearance  of  barley  the 
first  three  months  of  the  season  at  121  million  bushels  was  the  largest  since  1943 
and  compares  with  93  million  a  year  ago.  Exports  of  barley,  July -Sept ember,  totaled 
28  million  as  against  8  million  last  year.  Of  the  exports  this  year,  11  million 
were  shipped  to  Holland,  6  million  to  Belgium,  5  million  to  Japan,  3  million  to 
Turkey,  1  million  Switzerland,  and  small  amounts  to  other  countries.  The  use  of 
barley  for  feed  at  69  million  for  the  first  quarter  was  10  million  more  than  last 
year.  Industrial  use  of  barley,  mainly  for  fermented  malt  liquors,  totaled  23 
million  or  slightly  less  than  last  year.  The  1955  Canadian  barley  crop  of  258 
million  bushels  is  about  83  million  more  than  last  year  while  carryover  stocks  of 
87  million  are  nearly  60  million  smaller  than  a  year  earlier.  Farm  prices,  July 
through  September,  averaged  91^  per  bushel  as  compared  with  $1.02  for  the  same 
months  last  year  and  the  average  1955  loan  rate  of  94^  per  bushel.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  STRENGTHEN  -  CORN  AND  SOYBEANS  ADVANCE  SHARPLY 


Cash  grain  markets  strengthened  during  the  week  ended  November  3  led  by  the 
advance  in  corn  and  soybeans,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Winter 
wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  80  per  bushel  above  a  week  ago  with  the  demand 
generally  slow.  Ordinary  protein  spring  wheat  prices  declined  fractionally  while 
high  protein  wheat  advanced  nearly  2 0  per  bushel  due  to  the  limited  offerings. 
Durum  wheat  declined  5—10^  per  bushel  reflecting  the  limited  demand.  Rye  de¬ 
clined  10  per  bushel  with  trading  limited.  Corn  prices  advanced  2-60  per  bushel 
reflecting  in  part  the  light  offerings  and  a  more  active  demand.  Oats  prices 
were  unchanged  to  10  per  bushel  higher .  Barley  was  about  unchanged  with  both 
offerings  and  the  demand  limited.  Grain  sorghums  advanced  20  per  100  pounds  at 
Ft.  Worth  and  60  at  Kansas  City  due  to  the  smaller  offerings.  Soybeans  gained 
A-80  per  bushel  with  offerings  limited  and  crusher  demand  active.  Flaxseed  prices 
advanced  80  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  reflecting  the  light  offerings  and  an  active 
demand . 

ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  pro¬ 
curement  authorization  on  October  26  in  the  amount  of  $5,000,000  to  Greece  for 
the  purchase  of  bread  grains. 
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SOYBEANS:  Supplies  of  soybeans  for  1955-56  are  estimated  at  384=6  million  bushels, 
the  largest  of  record.  This  compares  with  344=1  million  bushels  for  the  1954-55 
season,  the  previous  record,  and  278.7  million  for  1953-54=  Carryover  stocks  of 
old  crop  soybeans  on  October  1  totaled  10  million  bushels,  the  second  largest  in 
the  past  10  years,  and  compare  with  1.3  million  for  the  same  date  in  1954=  A  record 
crop  of  375  million  bushels  this  season  is  9  percent  above  the  343  million  harvested 
last  season  and  57  percent  more  than  average.  Crushings  of  soybeans  for  oil  totaled 
249  million  bushels  last  season,  36  million  more  than  in  1953-54  and  the  second 
largest  of  record.  Exports  of  soybeans  last  season  totaled  nearly  60  million 
bu  shels,  the  largest  of  record,  and  compare  with  40  million  in  1953-54=  Of  the 
exports  last  season,  19.7  million  bushels  were  shipped  to  Japan,  7.7  million  each 
to  West  Germany,  the  Netherlands,  and  Canada,  4*0  million  to  Formosa,  2.9  million 
to  Denmark,  2.1  million  to  Israel,  2.3  million  to  France,  1.8  million  to  the  United 
Kingdom,  1.0  million  to  Belgium,  and  2.8  million  to  other  countries.  Reflecting 
the  record  supplies,  soybean  prices  at  the  farm  averaged  $2.08  per  bushel  in  October, 
46^  below  a  year  ago  but  4 &  above  the  national  average  support  price, 

FLAXSEED:  Stocks  of  flaxseed  on  October  1  totaled  43=4  million  bushels,  the  largest 
for  the  date  since  1950.  This  compares  with  39.2  million  bushels  a  year  ago  and 
4O.4  million  on  October  1,  1953.  Farm  stocks  totaled  21.6  million  bushels,  16  per¬ 
cent  below  a  year  ago  but  the  third  largest  of  record,  while  terminal  stocks  at  7.4 
million  were  double  those  a  year  earlier  and  the  largest  since  1950.  Disappearance 
of  flaxseed  the  first  three  months  this  season  totaled  10.8  million  bushels  compared 
with  16.3  million  the  same  period  last  season.  Crushings  of  flaxseed  July  through 
September  this  year  amounted  to  7.8  million  bushels,  2.7  million  less  than  for  the 
same  months  last  year,  .but  1.8  million  more  than  two  years  ago.  Exports  of  flaxseed 
the  first  quarter  totaled  2.2  million  bushels  as  against  3=8  million  for  the  same 
period  last  season.  Exports  July-Sept ember  in  1,000  bushels  to  the  principal  coun¬ 
tries  were  as  follows:  Netherlands  900,  Belgium  415,  Japan  270,  Fran.ce  351,  Norway 
109,  and  others  172.  No.  1  Flaxseed  at  Minneapolis  averaged  $3.10  per  bushel  in 
October  compared  with  $3=08  in  September,  $3=39  in  October  1954,  and  was  the  lowest 
for  the  month  since  1945 ,

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  SLOW  -  MOST  RRICES  DECLINE 

Cash  grain  markets  were  slow  during  the  week  ended  November  9  reflecting  the 
generally  limited  demand,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Winter  wheat 
prices  declined  I~2j4  per  bushel  while  spring  wheat  dropped  nearly  3^  reflecting 
the  slow  demand.  White  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  at  Portland  with  the  market 
dull.  Durum  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minneapolis.  Rye  dropped  4-6^  per 
bushel.  Corn  declined  2^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  4-5^  at  Kansas  City  with 
offerings  ample  for  the  demand,,  but  prices  advanced  1-2^  at  Minneapolis  where 
offerings  were  limited.  Oats  prices  declined  fractionally  at  most  markets  with 
offerings  about  equal  to  the  demand .  Barley  was  unchanged  to  2^  per  bushel 
above  last  week’s  level  with  offerings  light.  Grain  sorghums  declined  3-4j^  per

GRAINS  UNDER  PRICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  put  180.1  million  bushels  of  1955-crop  wheat 
under  price  support  by  October  15.  This  compares  with  802.1  million  for  the  same  ^ 
date  a  year  ago.  Most  of  the  drop  was  in  the  hard  winter  wheat  States  of  Kansas, 
Oklahoma,  and  Texas  where  only  84  million  were  under  support  this  year  as  against 
187  million  a  year  earlier.  Production  in  these  States,  estimated  at  175  million, 
compares  with  278  million  in  1954.  In  Montana  and  North  Dakota  27  million  were 
put  under  support  this  year  or  about  10  million  more  than  at  the  same  time  last 
year.  The  quantity  of  other  grains  put  under  support  by  October  15  this  year  in 
thousand  bushels,  except  grain  sorghums  in  thousand  cwt.,  with  comparable  figures 
for  last  year  in  parentheses  was  as  follows:  Barley  42,871  (59,121);  corn  506 
(98);  flaxseed  8,759  (2,298);  oats  89,782  (48,851);  rye  6,428  (8,858);  soybeans 
2,898  (1,600);  and  grain  sorghums  5,056  (10,797). 

CANADIAN  CROP  PROSPECTS:  Canada's  1955  wheat  crop,  estimated  by  the  Dominion 
Bureau  of  Statistics  on  the  basis  of  conditions  at  the  middle  of  October  at  494-1 
million  bushels,  is  60  percent  above  last  year's  relatively  low  outturn  of  808.9 
million  bushels  and  11  percent  above  the  10-year  average  of  445.9  million.  Produc¬ 
tion  of  durum  wheat,  included  In  the  total  estimate,  was  placed  at  17.2  million 
bushels  as  against  the  1954  crop  of  only  6.6  million.  Production  of  other  grains 
in  thousand  bushels  with  comparable  figures  for  the  1954  crop  was  as  follows: 

Oats  408,885  (806,798);  barley  251,781  (175,509);  rye  14,711  (14,176);  flaxseed 
21,498  (11,288);  soybeans  5,650  (4,958);  and  corn  81,510  (22,889). 

EXPORTS:  Exports  of  wheat  including  flour  dropped  sharply  during  October  and  are 
estimated  at  10.5  million  bushels  as  against  17.8  million  during  September  and 
20.6  million  in  October  1954 •  Exports,  July  through  October,  at  79.8  million  are 
about  5  million  more  than  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Exports  of  other  grains  A 

in  October  were  well  above  a  year  ago.  Corn  exports  estimated  at  10.5  million  were* 

more  than  double  a  year  ago  while  soybean  exports  at  8.0  million  were  1.6  million 

above  a  year  ago.  Barley  exports  continue  at  record  levels  with  10.0  million 

exported  during  October  bringing  the  total  for  the  first  4  months  to  88.8  million 
as  against  11.0  million  for  the  same  months  of  1954 «  Of  the  barley  exports  this 
season  18-4  million  were  shipped  to  the  Netherlands,  11.0  million  to  Belgium,  7.2 
million  to  Japan,  2.9  million  to  Turkey,  and  the  balance  in  smaller  amounts  to 
other  countries.  Exports  of  oats  totaled  2.5  million  during  October  which  brought 
the  July-October  total  to  7.5  million  as  against  58,000  for  the  same  period  last 
year. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  1,454,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  November  8.  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  28.9  million  bushels  compared  with 
45.9  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this 
week's  sales  were  Japan,  the  Philippines,  and  Venezuela.

In  addition,  loans 
on  21,919,723  bushels  of  1953-crop  corn  now  under  reseal  have  been  extended  for 
another  year.  \ 
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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  UNSETTLED  -  DEMAND  GENERALLY  SLOW 

Cash  grain  markets  were  unsettled  during  the  week  ended  November  17,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  reported,,  Winter  wheat  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  1ft 
above  a  week  ago  while  spring  wheat  advanced  1-2^  per  bushel.  Durum  wheat 
dropped  5^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  the  demand  quite  selective.  White 
wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  1ft  per  bushel  higher  at  Portland  with  the  mill 
demand  limited.  Rye  gained  7ft  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  offerings  light. 
Corn  declined  1-2^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City,  but  advanced  1  ft  at 
Minneapolis  where  offerings  were  limited.  Oats  and  barley  prices  were  mostly  un¬ 
changed.  Grain  sorghums  declined  2 ft  per  100  pounds  at  Fort  Worth  and  4 ft  at 
Kansas  City  reflecting  the  slow  demand.  Soybean  prices  advanced  fractionally  at 
Chicago,  were  unchanged  to  1  ft  lower  at  Illinois  country  points  and  declined  2 ft 
at  Minneapolis  with  the  crusher  demand  generally  limited.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged 
at  Minneapolis. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS :  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  pro¬ 
curement  authorization  on  November  1  in  the  amount  of  $320,000  to  France  for  the 
purchase  of  coarse  grains. 
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Agriculture  -  Washington 


SALE  OF  AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES:  A  second  agreement  between  Israel  and  the 
United  States  providing  for  the  sale  of  surplus  agricultural  commodities  for 
Israeli  pounds  was  announced  November  16.  Sales  under  the  program  will  include 
approximately  90,000  metric  tons  of  wheat,  80,000  metric  tons  of  feed  grains, 

6,000  metric  tons  of  cottonseed  oil  and/or  soybean  oil,  8,000  bales  of  cotton, 

500  metric  tons  of  cheese,  1,000  metric  tons  each  of  butter,  nonfat  dry  milk 
solids,  navy  pea  or  great  northern  beans,  and  250,000  pounds  of  tobacco.  Also 
an  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Brazil  for  the  sale  of  commodities  for 
cruzeiros  (Brazilian  currency)  was  announced  on  November  16,  The  commodities  in¬ 
clude  approximately  18.4  million  bushels  of  wheat,  317,000  bags  of  wheat  flour* 
56,000  metric  tons  of  feed  grains,  100,000  pounds  of  unmanufactured  tobacco,  and 
11  million  pounds  of  lard.  These  agreements  were  entered  into  under  Title  I  of 
the  Agricultural  Trade  Development  and  Assistance  Act  of  1954  (Public  Law  480). 

195 5 -CROP  CORN,  SOYBEANS  AND  GRAIN  SORGHUMS  PRODUCTION:  Production  of  corn  for 
all  purposes,  based  on  conditions  as  of  November  1,  was  estimated  at  3,183  mil¬ 
lion  bushels,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  compares  with  2,965 
million  bushels  produced  in  1954  and  3,080  million  the  10-year  (1944-53)  average. 
Production  of  corn  for  grain  is  indicated  at  2,825  million  bushels  or  173  million 
more  than  last  year  and  36  million  above  average.  There  was  practically  no  frost 
damage  to  corn  this  year.  In  the  Corn  Belt  the  quality  of  the  crop  is  good  and 
moisture  content  of  ear  corn  is  low  enough  for  safe  storage.  Production  of  soy¬ 
beans  is  estimated  at  372  million  bushels.  This  is  a  record  high  and  compares 
with  343  million  bushels  produced  in  1954*  The  crop  is  generally  of  good  quality, 
but  the  size  of  beans  in  many  areas  is  small  due  to  dry  weather.  Production  of 
grain  sorghums  is  now  estimated  at  226.6  million  bushels,  one-tenth  more  than 
last  year's  crop  of  204  million  and  two-thirds  larger  than  average. 

EXPORTS  OF  WHEAT  FROM  FRANCE:  In  recent  years  France  has  risen  to  the  fifth 
largest  exporter  of  wheat  in  the  vrorld  exceeded  only  by  the  United  States,  Canada, 
Argentina,  and  Australia,  according  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  France 
is  expected  to  continue  as  one  of  the  world's  largest  exporters  and  this  year 
may  even  challenge  Australia  for  fourth  place.  Before  World  War  II  France  rarely 
was  a  net  exporter  of  wheat  and  after  the  war  remained  a  net  importer  until  quite 
recently.  Since  1953-54,  however,  exports  have  exceeded  imports  by  rapidly  in¬ 
creasing  proportions.  At  the  present  time,  France  is  not  only  competing  in 
nearby  European  markets  with  wheat  and  flour  from  the  four  leading  exporting  coun¬ 
tries,  but  also  in  those  of  Africa,  Asia,  and  the  Western  Hemisphere.  During 
1954-55  approximately  81  percent  of  France's  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  were  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  European  countries,  about  10  percent  in  African  markets,  8  percent  to 
Asiatic  and  Middle  Eastern  markets,  and  most  of  the  balance  to  the  Western 
Hemisphere. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  1,927,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  November  15.  This 
brought  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  25.8  million  bushels  com¬ 
pared  with  53  t  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries 
involved  in  tnis  week's  sales  were  Norway,  Japan,  and  Spain.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  GENERALLY  WEAKENED  -  DEMAND  LIMITED 


Cash  grain  markets  generally  weakened  'during  the  week  ended  November  23,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Winter  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  1^  per 
bushel  lower  while  spring  wheat  declined  2-5^  reflecting  the  slow  demand.  Durum 
wheat  dropped  5-10^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  prices  were  mostly 
unchanged  at  Portland  with  offerings  limited  and  mill  demand  selective.  Rye  de¬ 
clined  1/  per  bushel  with  trading  limited.  Corn  prices  gained  1-6^  per  bushel 
due  to  the  limited  offerings.  Oats  declined  !</,  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  and 
Chicago  with  both  the  demand  and  offerings  limited,  but  advanced  !</,  at  Kansas 
City  due  to  the  light  offerings.  Barley  prices  declined  as  much  as  7 i  per  bushel 
at  Minneapolis,  reflecting  a  less  active  demand.  Grain  sorghums  gained  7-8^  per 
100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  !</,  at  Ft.  Worth  due  to  the  limited  offerings.  Soy¬ 
bean  prices  were  about  unchanged  to  4^  per  bushel  lower  with  both  offerings  and 
the  demand  limited.  Flaxseed  advanced  5^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  reflecting 
an  active  crusher  demand  and  influenced  in  part  by  strength  in  the  Canadian 
market. 
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SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  soybeans  during  October  were  the  second  lar¬ 
gest  of  record  for  the  month  and  totaled  79. 8  million  bushels.  This  compares  with 
50.4  million  bushels  inspected  during  October  a  year  ago,  72,4  million  two  years 
ago  and  is  exceeded  only  by  the  80.3  million  inspected  in  October  1952.  Of  the 
October  inspections,  22  percent  graded  No.  1  this  year  compared  with  18  percent 
for  the  same  month  a  year  ago,  while  51  percent  graded  No.  2  the  same  as  a  year 
earlier, 

ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  procure¬ 
ment  authorization  on  November  21  in  the  amount  of  $6,000,000  to  Greece  for  the 
purchase  of  bread  grains. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat  Agree¬ 
ment  program  totaled  904,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  November  22. .  This  brought 
the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  26.7  million  bushels  compared  with 
56.7  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  involved  in  this 
week's  sales  were  Japan,  Venezuela  and  Norway. 

INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS  FOR  EXPORT:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export 
for  the  week  ended  November  18  totaled  3,706,896  bushels.  The  quantity  inspected 
during  the  week  by  ports  and  countries  of  destination  was  as  follows:  Baltimore 
to  United  Kingdom  168,000  bushels,  Norway  93,333,  Belgium  37,333,  and  Finland 
74,667;  Norfolk  to  Denmark  112,000;  New  Orleans  to  Belgium  139,817,  Holland 
684,799,  France  260,878,  Israel  403,700  and  Japan  694,501;  Mobile  to  Holland 
312,507  and  Japan  383,073;  Port  Allen,  to  Japan  342,288  bushels. 

IMPORTS  OR.  SHIPMENTS  FROM  CANADA:  Imports  of  wheat  from  Canada  for  the  week  ended 
November  16  totaled  3,372  bushels  for  domestic  use.  Shipments  of  oats  to  the 
United  States  from  Canada  during  the  same  period  totaled  19,845  bushels,  and  bar¬ 
ley  874,533  bushels. 

INTEREST  RATE  ON  CC-C  LOANS :  The  rate  of  interest  payable  to  lending  agencies  which 
are  financing  CCC  price  support  loans  on  1955  crops  and  1954  reseal  purchase 
agreement  loans  is  being  increased  by  one-fourth  of  1  percent  per  annum,  effective 
from  December  1,  1955.  This  will  not  result  in  any  additional  costs  to  farmers. 
The  rate  of  interest  charged  farmers  obtaining  price  support  loans  on  their  commo¬ 
dities  will  remain  at  the  present  rate  of  3  1/2  percent  per  annum.  Lending 
agencies  which  have  funds  invested  in  CCC  commodity  loans  as  of  December  1,  1955 
or  invest  their  funds  in  such  loans  after  December  1  will  receive  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  2  l/2  percent  per  annum  for  interest,  effective  from  that  date, 
plus  the  fees  for  services  now  provided  in  the  lending  agency  agreements,  compared 
to  the  present  rate  of  2  l/4  percent  for  interest,  plus  fees.  In  the  case  of 
loans  on  grain  and  related  commodities,  where  the  lending  agency  agreement  pro¬ 
vides  a  single  rate  of  compensation  to  cover  both  interest  and  services,  this  will 
mean  that  the  overall  rate  of  compensation  will  be  increased  from  2  3/4  percent 
to  3  percent  per  annum.  These  increases  will  be  effective  from  December  1,  1955 
and  will  not  be  retroactive.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  GENERALLY  STRENGTHENED  -  OFFERINGS  LIMITED 

Cash  grain  markets  generally  strengthened  during  the  week  ended  December  1 
influenced  by  the  limited  offerings,  the  Department  of  Agriculture  reported. 

Wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  30  per  bushel  above  a  week  ago.  Rye  advanced  20 
per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  most  of  the  receipts  for  CCC  account.  Corn  gained 
1-5 0  per  bushel  at  most  markets  with  offerings  light.  Oats  prices  advanced  frac¬ 
tionally  at  Chicago  and  20  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis,  but  declined  around  10  at. 
Kansas  City.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  with  the  demand  generally  limi¬ 
ted.  Grain  sorghums  were  unchanged  at  Fort  Worth,  but  gained  5-6^  per  100  pounds 
at  Kansas  City  where  offerings  were  limited  and  the  demand  active.  Soybean  prices, 
despite  weakness  in  soybean  meal  and  oil,  advanced  L.-10  per  bushel  reflecting  the 
smaller  offerings.  Flaxseed  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 
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Agriculture  -  Washington 


ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  procure¬ 
ment  authorization  on  November  21  in  the  amount  of  $4,165,000  to  Formosa  for  the 
purchase  of  bread  grains. 

SOYBEANS:  Crushings  of  soybeans  in  October  totaled  25.4  million  bushels,  the 
largest  of  record  for  the  month.  This  compares  with  18.7  million  bushels  in 
September  and  21,7  million  in  October  1954*  Exports  of  soybeans  during  October 
are  estimated  at  8.0  million  bushels  compared  with  6,4  million  for  the  same  month 
last  year.  Based  on  the  November  estimate  of  production,  supplies  remaining  for 
crushing,  export,  or  carryover  on  November  1  totaled  321.5  million  bushels  com¬ 
pared  with  290  million  a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  soybeans  at  crushing  plants  totaled 
74-1  million  bushels  on  November  1  this  year  as  against  37.3  million  on  Novem¬ 
ber  1,  1954 . 

FLAXSEED:  Crushings  of  flaxseed  in  October  totaled  4*3  million  bushels  and  were 
the  largest  for  the  month  in  10  years  of  record.  This  compares  with  3,1  million 
bushels  crushed  in  September  and  3.6  million  in  October  1954.  Exports  of  flaxseed 
July  through  October,  totaled  2.3  million  bushels,  less  than  one-half  the  4,7 
million  exported  during  the  same  period  last  season.  Supplies  of  flaxseed  remain¬ 
ing  on  November  1  for  crushing,  export,  or  carryover  totaled  36.4  million  bushels 
this  year  compared  with  33.5  million  a  year  ago.  Stocks  of  flaxseed  at  crushing 
plants  on  November  1  amounted  to  7.2  million  bushels  as  against  4*0  million  on 
November  1,  1954 ♦ 

PURCHASE  AUTHORIZATION  AMENDED:  The  purchase  authorization  issued  to  Israel 
providing  for  the  purchase  of  up  to  $3,811,000  worth  of  grain  sorghums  or  barley, 
as  announced  November  17,  has  been  amended  to  include  corn.  This  agreement  is 
under  Title  I  of  the  Agricultural  Trade  Development  and  Assistance  Act  of  1954 
(Public  Law  48O).  All  other  terms  and  conditions  of  the  authorization  remain 
the  same. 

BARTER  CONTRACTS  AND  EXPORTS:  Barter  contracts  having  an  export  value  of  $43.7 
million  were  negotiated  by  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  in  the  3 -month  period 
July -September  1955.  Barter  contracts  last  season  (July  1,  1954-June  30,  1955) 
totaled  $281.8  million.  The  barter  contracts  provide  for  acceptance  by  CCC  of 
strategic  and  other  storable  materials  in  exchange  for  CC?C-owned  farm  products. 
Deliveries  of  agricultural  commodities  to  barter  contractors  totaled  $98.2  million 
during  the  July -Sept ember  quarter.  Major  commodities  shipped  out  of  the  country 
under  the  program  for  the  3  month  period  were:  Wheat  21,443,000  bushels;  corn 
18,668,000;  barley  12,812,000  bushels;  and  grain  sorghums  10,402,000  cwt. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat 
Agreement  program  totaled  2,449,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  November  29,  This 
brought  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  29.2  million  bushels  com¬ 
pared  with  59.7  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  in¬ 
volved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Cuba,  Greece,  and  Spain.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  STRENGTHEN  -  OFFERINGS  LIMITED 


Cash  grain  markets  strengthened  during  the  week  ended  December  8,  the  Department 
of  Agriculture  reported.  Winter  wheat  prices  gained  1-7^  per  bushel  reflecting 
the  limited  offerings.  Ordinary  protein  spring  wheat  prices  were  about  unchanged 
to  1^  above  a  week  ago  while  the  higher  protein  wheat  declined  around  2^  per  bushel. 
The  demand  for  spring  wheat  was  reported  irregular  and  selective  with  takings 
through  Duluth  now  cut  off  as  lake  shipping  season  came  to  a  close.  Durum  wheat 
prices  gained  5-7^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  White  wheat  prices  advanced  1-2^ 
per  bushel  at  Portland  with  offerings  limited.  Rye  advanced  5^  per  bushel  at 
Minneapolis.  Corn  prices  were  2-5^  per  bushel  higher  with  offerings  light.  Oats 
advanced  2-4^  per  bushel.  Barley  prices  were  unchanged  at  Minneapolis,  but  gained 
4-6^  at  Kansas  City  where  the  demand  was  active  for  the  limited  offerings.  Grain 
sorghums  advanced  5^  per  100  pounds  at  Kansas  City  and  7^  at  Fort  Worth  reflecting 
an  active  demand.  Soybean  prices  advanced  3-4j4  per  bushel  reflecting  a  more  active 
crusher  demand.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis  with  both  the  demand  and 
)  off erings  limited. 
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EXPORTS:  Exports  of  U.  S.  wheat  and  flour,  July  through  November,  totaled  96.1 
million  bushels  compared  with  95.8  million  for  the  same  period  in  1954*  Exports 
during  November,  estimated  at  16  million  bushels,  were  5.5  million  less  than  in 
November  a  year  ago.  Flour  exports  at  18.1  million  bushels,  July  through  November, 
were  1.6  million  more  than  for  the  same  months  last  season.  Corn  exports  in  No¬ 
vember  are  estimated  at  11.7  million  bushels  compared  with  11.2  million  in  October 
and  3.8  million  in  November  last  year.  Estimated  exports  of  other  grains  in  mil¬ 
lion  bushels  during  November  this  year  compared  with  official  exports  for  November 
1954  in  parentheses,  were  as  follows:  Rye  0.9  (0);  oats  2.2  (0.5);  barley  4*2 
(2.8);  flaxseed  0.8  (1.7);  soybeans  11.0  (12.5);  grain  sorghums  7.2  (0.2). 

GRAINS  UNDER  PRICE  SUPPORT:  Farmers  put  208,6  million  bushels  of  1955-crop  wheat 
under  price  support  through  November  15.  This  compares  with  334.6  million  bushels 
for  the  same  date  a  year  ago.  Most  of  the  decrease  was  in  the  hard  winter  wheat 
States  of  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas  where  only  36.1  million  were  under  price 
support  this  year  as  against  140  million  through  November  15,  1954*  Wheat  produc¬ 
tion  in  these  three  States  in  1955  was  103  million  below  a  year  earlier.  The 
quantity  of  other  grains  put  under  support  through  November  15  this  year  with  com¬ 
parable  figures  for  last  year  are  shown  in  the  table  below.  Through  November  15 
farmers  extended  farm-stored  1954-crop  loans  for  another  year  on  the  following: 
Barley  5,329,964  bushels;  corn  31,858,083;  flaxseed  322,543;  oats  7,574,952;  rye 
407,604;  wheat  5,817,414  bushels;  and  grain  sorghums  174,908  cwt.  In  addition, 
loans  on  30,723,759  bushels  of  1953-crop  corn  now  under  reseal  have  been  extended 
for  another  year.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  SLOW  -  DEMAND  LIMITED 


Cash  grain  markets  were  generally  slow  during  the  week  ended  December  15,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  The  usual  pre-holiday  dullness  was  in  evi¬ 
dence  at  some  markets  and  the  general  commercial  demand  was  limited.  Hard  winter 
wheat  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  ltf  per  bushel  lower  at  Chicago  and  Kansas 
City,  but  gained  4^  at  Fort  Worth  where  both  the  domestic  and  export  demand  was 
more  active.  Ordinary  protein  spring  wheat  dropped  6^  per  bushel  while  the  higher 
protein  wheat  declined  2-3^  reflecting  the  slow  demand.  White  wheat  prices  were 
unchanged  to  2^  per  bushel  above  a  week  ago  at  Portland  due  to  the  limited  offer¬ 
ings.  Durum  wheat  declined  2-5^  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis.  Rye  prices  advanced 
3-4^  pei*  bushel  with  the  trading  limited,  ’Despite  the  limited  offerings  corn 
dropped  4-5^  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis,  but  advanced  1-2^  at  Kansas 
City  where  the  demand  was  active.  Oats  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  1^  per 
bushel  lower.  Barley  was  unchanged  at  Kansas  City  and  unchanged  to  2^  per  bushel 
v  ^higher  at  Minneapolis  due  to  the  limited  offerings.  Grain  sorghums  were  unchanged 
v  / to  2j4  per  100  pounds  higher  reflecting  a  more  active  demand.  Soybean  prices  were 
unchanged  to  2^  per  bushel  lower.  Flaxseed  was  unchanged  at  Minneapolis. 
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ICA  AUTHORIZATIONS:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  has  issued  the 
following  procurement  authorizations  since  December  1:  $600,000  to  Cambodia  for 

the  purchase  of  wheat  flour;  $2,000,000  to  Formosa  for  the  purchase  of  bread 
grains;  $5,000,000  to  West  Germany  for  the  purchase  of  coarse  grains,  and  to 
Bolivia  $692,000  for  the  purchase  of  wheat  flour  and  $1,619,000  for  the  purchase 
of  wheat, 

SALE  OF  WHEAT  TO  EGYPT:  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  on 
December  14  an  agreement  between  the  United  States  and  Egypt  providing  for 
the  sale  of  2,647,000  bushels  of  U.  S.  wheat  for  Egyptian  pounds  under  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  Trade  Development  and  Assistance  Act  of  1954  (Public  Law  460). 

FOOD  DISTRIBUTION  PROGRAM  EXPANDED:  The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  announced  on 
December  14  that  wheat,  corn,  rice  and  dry  beans  will  be  made  available  immediately 
to  U.  S.  charitable  agencies  for  foreign  relief  purposes  and  also  to  eligible  do¬ 
mestic  outlets.  This  adds  wheat  and  corn  to  the  commodities  being  made  available 
to  non-profit  school  lunch  programs  and  other  eligible  outlets  in  this  country. 

Rice  and  dry  beans  are  already  being  distributed  to  such  outlets.  It  also  makes 
all  four  products  —  wheat,  corn,  rice  and  dry  beans  —  available  to  U.  S.  pri¬ 
vate  welfare  agencies  for  foreign  relief  distribution.  This  action  was  taken 
under  Section  416  of  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1949,  as  amended  by  Section  302  of 
the  Agricultural  Trade  Development  and  Assistance  Act  of  1954* 

WORLD  WHEAT  PRODUCTION:  World  production  of  wheat  is  now  estimated  at  7,300 
million  bushels  by  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.  This  is  355  million  bushels 
more  than  the  1954  crop  and  1,405  million  above  the  1945-49  average.  The  current 
estimate  is  slightly  below  the  September  estimate  with  the  principal  changes  in 
the  upward  revisions  for  France,  Italy  and  Turkey  offset  by  a  reduction  in  the 
allowance  formerly  used  for  the  Soviet  Union.  Wheat  production  in  Europe  esti¬ 
mated  at  1,770  million  bushels  compares  with  1,720  million  last  year.  Record 
crops  in  Italy,  the  German  Republic,  and  Belgium  and  near-record  harvests  in 
France  and  Greece  more  than  offset  sizable  reductions  in  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
Sweden.  Production  in  eastern  Europe  is  somewhat  larger  than  in  1954*  Wheat 
production  in  Asia  is  placed  at  1,615  million  bushels  with  a  substantial  increase 
reported  for  Turkey.  In  Africa  the  1955  wheat  crop  is  estimated  at  190  million 
compared  with  220  million  bushels  a  year  ago  while  Australia's  wheat  outturn  is 
tentatively  estimated  at  210  million,  the  largest  since  1949.  The  wheat  harvest 
in  Argentina  is  estimated  at  240  million  bushels  as  compared  with  262  million 
last  year. 

IWA  SALES:  Sales  of  wheat  and  flour  under  the  1955-56  International  Wheat 
Agreement  program  totaled  4*429,000  bushels  for  the  week  ended  December  13.  This 
brought  the  total  since  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  35.0  million  bushels  com¬ 
pared  with  66.5  million  the  same  period  last  year.  The  principal  countries  in¬ 
volved  in  this  week's  sales  were  Brazil,  Japan,  and  Mexico.

at  the  close  of  the  market.  The  terminal  rate  is  a  rate  used  in  determining  the  effective  support  price  for  grain 
in  terminal  storage  or  in  transit  to  terminal  and  for  calculating  most  county  price  support  rates.  The  effective 
support  price  is  the  established  terminal  support  rate  for  grain  received  by  rail  minus  the  deduction  for  storage 
as  of  the  date  shown.

Production  of  8  food 
and  feed  grains  harvested  in  1955  totaled  162  million  tons,  3  percent  more  than 
in  1954  and  5  percent  above  the  10-year  average.  Feed  grain  production  was  the 
second  largest  of  record  while  the  1955  wheat  crop  was  the  smallest  in  two  years. 
Winter  wheat  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  3ft  per  bushel  below  a  week  ago.  Spring 
wheat  advanced  3-5j4  per  bushel  while  durum  wheat  declined  5^  at  Minneapolis.  Hard 
white  wheat  gained  3-5^  while  soft  white  wheat  was  unchanged  to  1ft  per  bushel  lower 
at  Portland.  Rye  prices  declined  1-2^  per  bushel  with  trading  limited.  Corn  ad¬ 
vanced  1-2  ft  per  bushel  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis  due  to  the  limited  offerings,  but 
was  unchanged  to  2ft  lower  at  Kansas  City  reflecting  the  limited  demand.  Oats  de¬ 
clined  fractionally  at  Chicago  and  Minneapolis,  but  advanced  1ft  per  bushel  at  Kansas 
City  where  offerings  were  light.  Barley  prices  were  mostly  unchanged.  Grain  sor¬ 
ghums  were  unchanged  to  1ft  per  100  pounds  lower  at  Kansas  City,  but  advanced  2ft  at 
Fort  Worth.  Soybeans  advanced  2-3  ft  per  bushel  reflecting  an  active  demand.  Flaxseed 
prices  gained  3ft  per  bushel  at  Minneapolis  with  the  demand  active  for  the  limited 
offerings. 
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INSPECTIONS  OF  SOYBEANS  FOR  EXPORT:  Inspections  of  soybeans  for  overseas  export 
for  the  week  ended  December  16  totaled  5.1  million  bushels  the  largest  of  record, 
and  compares  with  3*2  million  bushels  the  previous  week  and  1.3  million  the  com¬ 
parable  week  a  year  ago.  This  brought  the  total  inspected  since  October  1  to  a 
little  under  26  o0  million  bushels  compared  with  19.3  million  the  same  period  last 
year  and  IS. 2  million  in  1953*  The  quantity  inspected  by  country  of  destination 
for  the  period  December  3-16,  in  thousand  bushels,  was  as  follows:  Germany  1,858, 
Japan  2,186,  United  Kingdom  368,  Denmark  654,  Holland  1,568,  Israel  696,  Korea 
129,  Formosa  234,  Belgium  167,  and  others  383. 

SOYBEAN  INSPECTIONS:  Inspections  of  soybeans  during  November  dropped  sharply  and 
totaled  42.7  million  bushels  as  against  79.8  million  in  October.  A  year  ago,  in¬ 
spections  in  October  and  November  totaled  around  50  million  in  each  month.  How¬ 
ever,  in  most  other  years,  inspections  in  November  were  sharply  below  those  for 
October.  The  quality  of  the  soybeans  inspected  thus  far  this  season  has  been 
good.  Although  the  new  standards,  effective  September  1,  lowered  the  percentage 
of  foreign  material  permitted  in  each  grade,  a  higher  percentage  of  the  soybeans 
graded  No.  1  and  No.  2  the  first  two  months  this  season  compared  with  a  year  ago. 
During  October  and  November  this  year,  19  percent  of  the  receipts  graded  No.  1  and 
50  percent  graded  No.  2  compared  with  14  and  48  percent,  respectively,  for  the 
same  months  a  year  earlier. 

WINTER  WHEAT  AND  RYE  PROSPECTS:  The  total  seedings  of  winter  wheat  for  all 
purposes  in  the  fall  of  1955  are  estimated  at  45,203,000  acres,  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  is  nearly  2  percent  more  than  the  44,393,000  acres 
seeded  in  the  fall  of  1954  but  one-fifth  less  than  the  average  of  54,918,000 
acres.  Based  on  conditions  the  first  of  December,  the  1956  winter  wheat  crop 
is  estimated  at  735  million  bushels,  4  percent  more  than  the  1955  crop  of  705 
million  and  15  percent  less  than  average.  Favorable  moisture  and  temperatures 
resulted  in  good  to  excellent  stands  in  most  areas.  However,  the  major  portion 
of  the  main  winter  wheat  belt  has  received  little  or  no  beneficial  moisture  since 
seeding.  Current  conditions  indicate  that  18  percent  of  the  acreage  seeded  this 
fall  will  not  be  harvested  as  grain  as  compared  with  24.1  percent  seeded  for  the 
1955  winter  wheat  crop.  Rye  seeded  for  all  purposes  in  the  fall  of  1955  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  4,646,000  acres,  8  percent  less  than  the  5,033,000  acres  seeded  in  the 
fall  of  1954,  but  nearly  one -third  more  than  the  average  of  3,632,000  acres. 

USDA  BUYS  FLOUR  AND  C0RNMEAL  FOR  DONATION:  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
announced  December  20  the  purchase  of  12,745,050  pounds  of  wheat  flour  and 
6,778,700  pounds  of  cornmeal  for  donation  to  needy  families  and  persons  under 
legislation  (P.L.  311,  84th  Congress)  approved  late  in  the  summer  of  1955. 

ICA  AUTHORIZATION:  The  International  Cooperation  Administration  issued  a  pro¬ 
curement  authorization  on  December  9  in  the  amount  of  $2,600,000  to  Korea  for 
the  purchase  of  barley.

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CASH  GRAIN  MARKETS  SEASONALLY  DULL  -  DEMAND  SLOW 


Cash  grain  markets  were  seasonally  dull  during  the  week  ended  December  28,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  reported.  Trading  was  generally  limited  with  both 
the  offerings  and  demand  light.  Hard  winter  wheat  prices  were  unchanged  to  2tf 
per  bushel  lower  at  most  markets  except  at  Kansas  City  where  ordinary  protein 
wheat  advanced  fractionally .  Spring  wheat  declined  2—3$t  per  bushel  reflecting 
the  slow  demand.  White  wheat  prices  were  mostly  unchanged  to  1^  per  bushel  below 
a  week  ago  at  Pacific  Northwest  markets.  Durum  wheat  was  unchanged  at  Minnea¬ 
polis.  Rye  advanced  fractionally  at  Minneapolis  due  to  the  limited  offerings. 
Corn  and  oats  prices  were  unchanged  to  1^  per  bushel  lower  with  offerings  ample 
for  the  slow  demand.  Barley  was  unchanged  with  trading  limited.  Grain  sorghums 
were  unchanged  to  1^  per  100  pounds  lower  at  Kansas  City,  but  advanced  Itjt  at 
Fort  Worth.  Oilseed  markets  were  firm  due  in  part  to  the  limited  offerings. 
Soybean  prices  advanced  1^  per  bushel  while  flaxseed  was  unchanged.

WHEAT,  FLOUR  PURCHASE  AUTHORIZATION  TO  ISRAEL  EXTENDED  AND  INCREASED:  The  U.  S. 


Department  of  Agriculture  announced  December  21  that  a  purchase  authorization 
issued  to  Israel  June  24,  1955  for  the  purchase  of  wheat  (or  wheat  flour)  has 
been  extended  and  increased  to  $2,214,000.  Since  purchases  totaling  $1,145,000 
were  previously  made,  the  action  will  permit  the  purchase  of  an  additional 
$1,068,000  worth  of  wheat  or  wheat  flour,  including  certain  ocean  transportation 
costs.

USDA  AGAIN  INCREASES  INTEREST  RATE:  In  order  to  encourage  private  lending  agen¬ 
cies  to  retain  their  investment  of  private  funds  in  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
commodity  loans,  thus  relieving  the  United  States  Treasury  as  much  as  possible 
of  a  financial  burden  which  would  have  to  be  taken  care  of  through  public  borrow¬ 
ing,  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  announced  December  22  that  the  rate  of 
interest  payable  to  lending  agencies  which  are  financing  CCC  price  support  loans 
on  1955  crops  and  1954  reseal  loans  is  being  increased  again  by  one-fourth  of  1 
percent  per  annum  at  the  first  of  the  year.  Effective  January  1,  1956  lending 
agencies  will  receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  2-3/4  percent  per  annum  for 
interest.  This  action  will  not  result  in  any  additional  costs  to  farmers.  The 
rate  of  interest  charged  farmers  obtaining  price  support  loans  on  their  commodi¬ 
ties  will  remain  at  the  present  rate  of  3-1/2  percent  per  annum. 


USDA  ANNOUNCES  FINAL  REPAYMENT  DATES  FOR  WAREHOUSE -STORED  GRAINS:  The  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  announced  December  23  the  final  dates  for  the  repay¬ 
ment  of  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  loans  on  1955-crop  grains  and  related 
commodities  stored  in  commercial  warehouses.  Borrowers  may  repay  their  loans 
prior  to  the  announced  dates  and  are  urged  to  do  so  in  instances  where  market 
prices  are  above  the  loan  price  and  carrying  charges.  Producers  desiring  to 
redeem  their  warehouse  receipts  must  have  their  funds  in  the  mail  on  or  before t 
the  final  date  for  repayment.  The  final  date  for  repayment  of  loans  for  the 
States  of  ALabama,  Arizona,  Arkansas,  California,  Delaware,  Florida,  Georgia, 
Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Maryland,  Mississippi,  New  Jersey,  North  Carolina,  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  South  Carolina,  Tennessee,  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  for  barley,  oats, 
rye  and  wheat  is  February  29,  1956  and  on  April  30,  1956  for  all  other  States. 
The  final  date  for  repayment  of  loans  for  corn  is  July  31,  1956,  for  grain 
sorghums  April  2,  1956  and  for  soybeans  May  31,  1956.  The  final  date  for  re¬ 
payment  of  loans  for  flaxseed  in  Arizona  and  California  is  January  31,  1956, 
and  for  all  other  States  April  30,  1956. 


WAREHOUSE  RECEIPTS  covering  loans  that  are  not  repaid  by  the  final  dates  will 
be  taken  over  on  those  dates  by  the  CCC.  In  this  event,  if  the  market  price  of 
the  commodity  is  in  excess  of  the  loan  value,  plus  interest  and  charges,  pro¬ 
ducers  of  the  commodity  under  loan  will  be  paid  the  difference  by  CCC.  Settle¬ 
ment  in  these  cases  will  be  based  on  the  difference  between  the  market  value  as 
of  the  close  of  the  market  on  the  final  date  of  repayment  and  the  loan  value, 
plus  interest  and  charges.  This  procedure  applies  only  to  warehouse-stored 
loans  and  does  not  modify  in  any  way  the  operations  of  the  price  support  program 
for  farm-stored  commodities  or  those  under  purchase  agreements.  No  settlements 
such  as  above  will  be  made  on  farm-stored  commodities  either  under  loan  or  pur¬ 
chase  agreements.  In  the  case  of  farm-stored  loan  commodities,  producers  usually 
have  a  period  of  time  after  the  loan  maturity  date  to  elect  either  to  deliver  the 
commodity  or  repay  the  loan.  This  period  is  needed  to  make  storage  arrangements 
and  to  issue  delivery  instructions  for  farm-stored  commodities  to  be  taken  over 
by  CCC.  Under  purchase  agreements,  producers  must  offer  to  sell  the  commodity  t^ 
CCC  prior  to  the  maturity  date  for  farm-  and  warehouse -stored  loans.  However,  If 
the  producer  still  may  elect  to  deliver  or  not  when  the  final  delivery  instruc¬ 
tions  are  issued  for  CCC  by  county  Agricultural  Stabilization  and  Conservation 
offices .
